HE business of art, it is generally 
agreed, is with the beautiful. When 
that has been trumpeted the critics enter 
the lists and the tourney is opened. We 
are told that “Jew Súss” is a great work 
of art; much in it is sordid. Tethered to 
the horses of approval and disapproval 
the literary flesh of Zola, of Balzac is 
tormented and rent: the poetry of Tenny- 
son is patted on the head and patronised 
as pretty; half a century knelt to it as 
beauty’s very idol: Cubists have squared 
beauty’s circle; yet their work is to some 
a kaleidoscopic nightmare. Slim figures 
swayed to music, and stalls and boxes 
wore their hands clapping human beauty ; 
Mr. Cochran waves Prospero’s wand, and 
beauty puts on flesh. It seems worth 
while to ask the question, ‘‘ What is the 
beautiful ?”’ i 
It is not a fresh question. Men have 
been trying to come to some agreed con- 
clusion about it since the world began. 
It was discussed when the morning star, 
in the youth of time, slipped its silver 
light, like a cloak, upon a distant hill; 
and talked of when the god of winds shook 
the forest in his rage. No subject is 
more fascinating ; none will carry you into 
go many or such strange places—log huts 
in the Yukon, camps at desert oases, bank 
counters, prisons, heather lands, drinking 
bars, convents, slums; ever before the 
face of man beauty lies. Young men in 


seen the dawn break and the talk was 
still going on. 

The college building was beautiful, and 
beautiful, too, the moon that struck 
through the leaded tiny panes, and the 
worn carpet upon which it fell. 
Beautiful was the dawn that. dispersed 
them as it settled like a dove upon the 
turrets, grey and crenelate. 


THE COMMON MAN. 


The room itself was touched with beauty 
because of so many young men who, over 
so many centuries, had talked the talk of 
youth therein. Sometimes the words 
they used, their own or the memory of 
some other’s, were beautiful. They, 
perhaps, had beauty, too. What was 
that beauty? A butterfly that fled the 
nets ; a shadow of clouds upon fields; the 
feet of winds upon waters. In tenderness 
and in terror; in awe and in abandon 
still before us passes that strange, elusive 
goddess, under the hand yet gone; sad, 
yet thrilled with gladness. No man has 
held her; for she dwells where the rain- 
bow ends. Yet all men’s faces are set 
toward her, the meaning and the goal of 
days. 

It is the property of the common man 
that in the things that matter he knows 
the right for himself and scorns to give 
reasons for the faith that is in him. 
When he has become a little uncommon 
he pretends that he has reached his con- 
clusions by reason, though, in fact, he 
flings his proud indicative first upon the 
table and then trumps up an argument to 
defend it.. Some of the very clever have 
jurnished us with definitions, worked out 
syllogism by syllogism, until what they 
have said became current coppers in our 
counter work of thought. We rush out, 
like hands in a shop, with our “Sign, 
please!” and, satisfied with our wmn- 
primatur, send the shuttle working along 
the wires of our comrades’ brains; then, 
handing back the change, we point pride- 
ful hands at our effectiveness, our work- 
ing value, our stability, doing so easily 
what the old firm did. 


DEFINITIONS. 


One cannot but admire the com- 
placence both of the definers and of those 
who use the definitions. For these coins 
come from mints of very various mould. 
Says our philosopher, “ The beautiful is 
the symmetrical.’’ Asked is Dublin Bay 
symmetrical, he will, with a certain 
subtlety, discover that it is, and prove it 
so. Rather than admit an error, he will 
reason out a lie. ‘It must be complete,” 
says another, ‘‘in itself.’ It is hard for 
a man to happen upon anything complete 
in itself; yet, he may know beauty. Only 
the universe, perhaps, is complete in 
itself. But it is not the mind that 
appreciates the universe. Keats said it 
is truth; but another poet has spoken of 
a woman as a lovely lie. Mechanics talk 
of a beautiful machine, and a doctor has 
recorded a beautiful ulcer. There we may 


register, perhaps, mere looseness of 
language; but the philosopher, ratio- 


cinating, says: 
performance of functions,” 


‘‘ Beauty is the perfect 
a definition 


which will make a stomach pump 
beautiful. Is a beautiful woman one who 
perfectly performs the functions of 


womanhood? The phrase is often used 
of women who are far from womanly; nnd 
of a woman whose life is filled with 
womanliness we will speak hedging our 
words. She leads a beautiful life, but is 
rather plain. 

looseness of language is responsible 
for much of the trouble. We are apt to 
apply the same word to form and content 
exactly at the moment when we should 


differentiate. At the root of these 
contradictions is the vice of intellectuali- 
sation. Keats implied more than he 
said; his sentence as it stands merely 


defines one elusive thing by another. It 


is the second poet who gives the clue. 
The loveliness he speaks of is something 
felt. The lie speaks his mind, the 


adjective his heart. When the mechanic 
praises a beautiful locomotive or the 
sailor sings his ship as “a beauty, every 
Jine,” it is not the functioning that calls 
to his mind; it is the sense of something 
with life in it, of kinship with himself 
speaking to his heart. Beauty is not an 
intellectual conception ; it is an emotional 
perception; a listening-in tó the 
harmonies of heaven, the satisfactoriness 
of which is determined by the: power of 
the receiving apparatus, ourselves. 


THE INVISIBLE SEA. 


The critics in combat are too busy 
breaking mental lances to win to 
sympathy by giving ear to the ‘still sad 
music of humanity.’’ They are trying to 
do what that extremely tiresome Victorian 
intellectual, Matthew Arnold, told them 
to do, “To see life steadily and see it 
whole.” It is an impossible thing to do 
where everything is shifting, transient, 
unsteady. No man has ever really seen 
the sea. If, however, you give, like a 
ship, to the rise and fall of the billows of 
life, it is possible to see something. 
Facets of existence are caught into vision 
by a succession of contrasts; incidents are 
revealed as the position shifts and the 
various lights fall. For Arnold all would 
become but a sinister monotony of 
reiteration, like the faces of Chinamen to 
a Westerner’s eye. It is by reason of the 
many facets of life which he glimpses that 
the common man comes to be in sym- 
pathy with his fellow. Gleams of light 
that yon have seen are the gleams that be 
has seen; and in their revealing power, 
bright like daylight, or wan like rush- 
light, men see each other's faces and 
recognise each other. The really enl- 
tured man tries to share as many facets as 
he may with the world. Anything which 
tends to isolate a man or a nation from 
the widest fling of sympathy is bad. 

It is well, however, to try to see what 
a dpetig! facets are more readily grasped

in theory, see all; but the experience of |

itself. It is through the telescope of the 
ae that we scan the horizons of the 
uture. What are the peculiar threads in 
the universal woof that the Celtic spirit 
knows intimately? Outside some boys 
are singing to the accompaniment of a 
mouth a. Their song is “ Little Town 
in the Old County Down.” It is not a 
great song, but it gets to the heart of our 


people. 
THE .CELTIC SPIRIT. 


I heard it sung by men*and girls, upon 


a time, dancing in the steerage of a 
steamer “en route for Liverpool and 
America. As I watched and listened 


every fibre of my being thrilled with an 
immense pathos. It was beautiful at that 
moment with two sentiments. One was 
that far future hope of. home-coming 
shared by all the world’s children seeking 
fortune; the second purely Celtic; the 
intense feeling for this. ‘‘ trembling’ sod ”' 
on which we hive. ‘ It is a passionate 
clinging; not so much to home, as to a 
place, and it remembers both the far off 
common holdings of the clans and the 
storms of politics that swept them into 
insecurity. There are the popular songs, 
“The Hills oí. 1,'” “Galway Bay,” 
“The West's. Awake’’—whose charm is 
in its names—to testify; there are Miss 
Moira O'Neill's exguisite. “ Corrymeela ” 
and Miss Gore-Booth's “ Little Waves of 
Breffny’’; even the veriest “ poetaster 
manages a touch of distinction when his 
pen records his heart’s call to some 
particular spot. 

A second thread to the Celtic spirit is 
wovén again out of history; defiance, a 
fine facing of all the odds. In James 
Stephen’s “ Deirdre ” the fatal fight with 
the Red Branch is magnificently told, but 
the magnificence is lavished on the 
doomed. The fight is always glorious and 
the battle always lost. The field of Irish 
history is scattered with the ruins of her 
wonderful” broken men. Mr. Andrew 
Malone has asked why there is no early 
Irish drama like the Greek. The answer 
has nothing to do, as one of his critics 
has thought, with the. absence of 
facilities; it is simply that, the Greeks 
imagined they could succeed, though the 
gods knew better; the Irish knew their 
doom, so that their tragedy. was too 
personal for drama, and needs must 
break in lyric vein. When we became a 
nation in posse we developed a stage. 


VERGILIAN TEARS, 


The Celt has always been a sojourner 
since first he set out across Europe. His 
fate is always “ to lose what he longs ior 
and loves.” It is not so much a sense oi 
exile that cries out to him. . It is some- 
thing deeper. Fate, the policeman, is 
always moving him on. Vergil, great 
among the Celtic singers, never sang so 
well as in the story of Orpheus and 
Eurydice; even in that political 
pamphlet, the Aeneid, written to be all 
Roman, the Celtic poet cries to his own 
gods, the vanished . splendours, the 
lacrimea, rerum, the tears of things. The 
sense of being moved always on may breed 
the habit of the gay mask. That is a 
high ease of laughter like a sudden foam 
on a deep and bitter sea. That spirit 


shines in Slipper of Somerville and 
Ross. He is no figure of farce; he 
knows his fate. Nowhere is that gaiety 
better found than in Sir Samuel 


Ferguson’s translation of the old lyric, 
““Ceann, dubh, dilts.’’ At times it runs 
to bitterness of satire, but even in our 
history one feels that the bitterness is put 
on; we prefer to defy. 

There is another mode of reaction from 
the sense of sojourning. The Celt does 
not care at once to gaze upon the dazzle- 
ments of paradise, surrounded by the 
bitter and terrible of every-day life—the 
details of Moryson’s Diary, or of Sean 
O’Casey’s tenements—he wins away into 
a buffer state of gossamer, peopled 
with a race that is* neither human nor 
divine, but partakes a little of each; of 
the human in their jugglery and chicane ; 
of the divine in their high accord with 
destiny and their pre-occupation with 
final things. There the good and the evil, 
in delicately coloured garments of strange 
device, move and dance te an unearth: 
music wrought in trees and flower stalks 
and herbage by the wind’s fingers of 
melody handling the bows of light. The 
Banshee translates death into shuddering 
song in the river sedges; the clang of 
shield on champion’s shield rings like the 
tinkle of blue bells across the meadow- 
land, and the suffering of the world is 
heard faintly in a bird’s cry across the 
bogs, in the sighing of a still stream, the 
distant call of a wild thing, the sobbing 
of a mountain as it stands with a shawl 
of mist close drawn across meagre breasts. 

The lips of the homeland at the dugs of 
the heart; the ringing defiance of the 
doomed: the sense of exile upon 
illimitable exile; a fiery scorn at alien 
things; the window bor of gaiety mock- 
ing the ruinous tenement ; the escape into 
serenity across shadowy waters; these are 
the chief facets of life for the Celtic 
spirit, The shadow of the wings of 
Beauty falls upon them as she catches up 
their gleams.

An Trish Saint 


Honouring an Irish Saint. 


The province of Brittany has just been 
commemorating in typical French fashion 
St. Ronan, an Irish saint, whose life-story 
has been embellished by many legendary 
beauties, and after whom the French 
place-name Locronan is derived. 

In the stories of the saints he is an out- 
standing lover of solitude and simplicity, 
and so when he decided to visit ‘‘ Little 
Britain’’ for the purposes of his religion 
he abandoned all the outward signs of his 
office. 

On his arrival at the sea coast he was 
in no lack of craft; for a rock was trans- 
formed into a ship and the sails were 
filled by zephyrs wafted gently in the 
right direction by an angel. 

He landed ‘safely in Brittany and 
walked on until he rested at the place now 
named after him, and it is there celebra- 
tions in his honour take place every six 
years. 


Gransport Changes. 


A correspondent writes: — While 
passing along the quays from the 
Alexandra Basin to the Custom House the 
other day I was moved to reflect on the 
changes which have taken place in the 
transport of heavy goods during the past 
twenty years. Before 1909 virtually all 
heavy traffic was carried by horse; then 
the four-ton motor lorry gradually made 
its appearance. These vehicles became 
firmly established during the transport 
strike of 1913. They were, to a certain 
extent, displaced during the war period 
by the steam wagon and trailer, which 
was capable of carrying a ten-ton load. 
Until a couple of years ago these vehicles 
were the most economical and efficient on 
the road. owing to the high price of 
netrol. Now the steam wagon, in turn, 
is giving place to a variety of highly 
efficient petrol vehicles, of which the 
tractor and trailer seem to be the most 
imnortant. There are many tractors in 
Dublin, and> though they seem unwieldy, 
it is remarkable how easilv thev can 
thread their way through traffic, and turn 
in quite narrow places. We appear to be 
close to the end of the Steam Age; the 
steam wagon and, in due course, the 
steam engine seem destined to go the way 
of all ironmongery. 


The Horse Still Holds His Own. 


There is one form of transport, however, 
which, up to the present, has defied time 
and invention. Many people were ready 
to prophesy that. with the advent of the 
petrol vehicle, horses would cradually 
disappear from the streets. This pre- 
diction has been falsified. because the 
horse and lorry is still the most 
economical means of conveying heavy 
coods for any distance up to nearly two 
miles. Of course. horses have decreased 
in numbers: there are not so many of the 
magnificent Clydesdales drawing brewers’ 
lorries as formerly, but the smaller, and. 
perhaps. hardier animals are still in great 
demand. I came across an instance 
recently of another advantage which the 
horse has over the _ petrol vehicle. 
Sheltering from a shower in one of the 
North Wall sheds, I noticed a carter, with 
the usual sack round bis shoulders, come 
to the door and whistle a neculiar note 
with his fincers. Tmmediatelv afterwards 
a horse with a lorrv detached himself 
from a Jong line of vehicles further down 
the street and came v» to where we were 
standing. T remarked to the man that 
his horse’ seemed to he very intellicent. 
and his replv was that he would be a 
lone time whistling to a Ford! 


Kaye Don in “Rathmines.”

One is apt to look upon CharlesII. as 
little better than a flaneur, and James, 
Duke of York, as not much more than a

gloomy bigot who came to a bad end. It 
should not be forgotten that these 
monarchs, working worthily on founda- 


tions laid by Oliver Cromwell, and aided 
by Samuel Pepys, put the Royal Navy on 
its sea legs. Cowes week recalls the fact 
that it was Charles II. who introduced 
the yacht to England, and that the first 
yacht race in English waters took place 
off Sheerness, when Charles himself, in 
the Royal yacht “Cleveland,” beat the 
Duke of York in the ‘‘ Henrietta ” during 
a visit to the fleet there. His example 
was rapidly followed by the nobility, and 
from his day until now there have always 
been privately owned yachts in the Eng- 
lish waters... The King himself had no 
fewer than twenty-one yachts built for 
him. “The passion for sailing soon spread 
to Treland, and the first British racing 
club was the ‘‘Cork Water Club.’’ This 
club popularised the gaff rig, which has 
followed the British flag to the Colonies; 
and from its prevalence there the rig has 
taken the name of the Bermudian. 


Ghe First English Yachts. 


Charles II. was introduced to yachts in 
Holland, where the canals gave ample 
seope for their use. “There was a heavier 
type of four and a half foot draught, 
and a smaller for pleasure nse called the 
“Beran.” The low draught necessitated 
| these yachts being steadied by lee boards, 
often delicately ornamented with painted 
designs. When the King was restored to 
England a delicate hint to the Mayor af 
Amsterdam obtained him as a gift from 
the. city the yacht ‘‘Mary.’’ This 
instructed the English ship- 
wrights. Christopher and Peter Pett, to 
copy. Thev deenened the keel. abolished 
the cumbersome lee-board, and their 
models. were ‘‘frigate-built’’ In this 
way greater speed was obtainable, and in 
the later Dutch wars the men of Holland

Even that bored 
assembly, the House of Commons, has 
fallen to Colonel Buchan’s erudition and 
charm of exposition. 


200 Not Out. 


St. Mark’s Church, Brunswick street, 
is one of the most interesting old build- 
ings in Dublin. This year it celebrates 
the bi-centenary of its erection, the 
foundation stone having been laid in 1729 
on what was then known as Lazar’s hill. 
Nothing exists to-day to show that a hill 
ever appeared on the landscape, but at 
the time the church was built the site 
chosen was the only reasonably dry piece 
of land in the midst of the marshes 
bordering the mouth of the Liffey. The 
name of Lazar’s Hill was derived from the 
fact that there then existed in the neigh- 
bourhood a Jeper colony or hospital. 

The church is a very plain building, 
with great thick- walls made of calp lime- 
stone, which is believed to have been 
brought from the quarries at Finglas. It 
resembles in some ways the much older 
church of St. Michan, but St. Mark’s does 
not possess any tower. 

As far as is known, St. Mark’s ‘id not 
have a belfry when it was first bu t. The 
bell appears to have been originally hun 
in the little alcove on the west gable, are 
at a later date the present belfry. was 


added. 


An Interesting Relic. 


The interior of St. Mark’s does not con- 
form to one’s preconceived ideas of what 
the inside of a church should be like. In 
place of the customary vaulted roof, there 
is a White plaster ceiling. There is so 
little ornamentation about everything that 
one is bound to reflect that the builders 


had an eye to utility rather than to 
beauty. 

The baptismal font, near the western 
door, is worthy of remembrance. It 


came from the Church of St. Thomas, 
which was burned in 1922. After the fire. 
when the débris was being removed, the 
lont was discovered underneath a heap of 
rubbish virtually undamaged. It was 
later transferred to St. Mark’s, where it 
now rests, the only survivor of the church 
that so unfortunately perished. 


Still Ringing. 


How many of the congregation of St. 
Mark’s have ever climbed uff into the 
belfry to see the bell that calls them to 
worship? It has hung there since 1761, 
in which year it was presented to the 
church by Colonel Joshua Paul. There 
18 an inscription on the bell, which reads, 
“The gift of Col. Joshua Paul, 1761.” 

Around the upper part of the bell there 
runs a curious verse of poetry :— 

“To the Church the living call, 
And to the Grave do summon all.”’ 

On the floor of the belfry lies another 
much smaller bell, now disused. which 
seems to have been the bell in use when 
the church was first built, and it may 
have hung in the little alcove on the top 
of the west gable.

Suburban Traffic. 


Dublin has her traffic problems, but 
what of her suburbs? Take Kingstown, 
for instance. George’s street, the main 
thoroughfare, 318 much too narrow to cope 
with the volume of traffic that pours 
through it during the day. The congestion 
is not so bad after six o'clock in the 
evening, as by that time most of the 
shops have shut. 

At mid-day, especially on Friday and 
Saturday, George’s street presents a 
picture that would make a sardine-packer 
Each side of the street 
is lined with tradesmen’s delivery vans 
and private motors, while down the 
tortuous alley left in the middle of the 
street dash ’buses and other mechanically 
propelled vehicles. Trams add to the 
chaos, and an occasional horse cab will 
roll in for the sake of variety. 

The first cause of the trouble is that 
the street is too narrow for modern 
requirements, but that cannot be remedied 
now. The second is obstruction caused 
by stationary vehicles lining the side of 
the street. The latter might be remedied 
if private motors were prohibited from 
parking in front of the shops, and trades- 
men’s delivery vans brought to the shops 
only when all the goods were ready for 
loading. There are plenty of side streets 
for the parking of private motors, and 
although the residents might object to 
the proposal, th> problem is sufficiently 
urgent to warrant drastic measures. 


Cab Hazards. 


Another matter requires attention. 
The hazards for horse cabs on the Royal 
Marine road are not only a nuisance, 
but are a danger. It is hard luck on the 
cabbies, no doubt, that they should be 
elbowed out of the way. They have 
served us well, but the petrol engine is 
now king of the castle, and for the safety 
of the general public it is essential that 


the streets be as free. of obstruction as 
possible. 
It would not inflict any hardship on 


the cab-owners if the present hazards in 
the Marine road were done away with and 
alternative stands formed in streets 
where there is little motor traffic. It is 
to be hoped that it will not require a 
serious accident to urge the authorities 
to move in the matter 


Rowing. 


‘‘So pleasant for you,” said the visitor. 
“having a river handy like that. 1 
suppose you often spend an evening in a 
pleasure boat upon the upper Liffey.”’ 
But I don’t; and I suddenly’ realised 
that, apart from the boat clubs, I don’t 
know anyone who goes on the Liffey in a 
boat for exercise or pleasure, and further, 
that, if I wanted to do so, I shouldn't 
know how to set about it, even whether. 
or where, I could hire a boat. In the 
river cities of Limerick and Athlone it is 
a simple matter to arrange for a rowing 
boat, a yawl or even an outboard motor- 
boat and to spend long hours on the 
water—but in Dublin? The more wealthy 
and more leisured among us can, and do, 
take advantage of water facilities at 
Howth, Kingstown and Clontarf. Is 
there any reason why the humbler of our 
citizens should not be catered for on the 
river's higher reaches? I dare say a little 
inconvenience might at first be caused to 
the sporting clubs ; but a little experience 
soon develops in those who use a stream 
a water-sense, and the widened,interest in 
river sport would necessarily react bene- 
ficially upon the annual fixtures, increas- 
ing the material from which oarsmen 
could be selected, as well as the attend- 
ance at races and regattas. Really, we 
hardly deserve our amenities if we will 
not use them.

suggest that they should get together as 
soon as possible to try and discover some 
reasonably central open space, which might 
be covered in and provided with waiting 
rooms, .and: other comiorts, for the con- 
venience of all their patrons. A central 
railway station—which should have been 
built many years ago—may be a financial 
impossibility just now. A central ‘bus 
dépét—like those which are now being 
built in London and other cities—is 
another matter altogether. It is not only 
a grim necessity, but, undoubtedly, could 
Be made to pay.

Rising in the North. : 


BELFAST, Monday. 


HE name of Mr. Snowden does not 
sound pleasantly in the ears of 
Northern Unionist politicians, as he has 
spoken sarcastically about the extent of 
their patriotism being measured by the 
volume of financial favours received by 
the province, but the great mass of the 
people are singing his praises Just now 
in connection with the stand he has taken 


at The Hague in preserving British 
interests. Socialism has never flourished 


in the Six Counties, but at present its 
stock might be quoted as rising in the 
public estimation. The question 1s being 
keenly discussed everywhere, and the 
yeneral opinion is that Mr. Snowden 
knows his job and has the determination to 
carry it through. The gloomy prophets 
up here who have only one outlook and 
one symbol are disappointed, but the man 
in the street is wishing success to the 
British statesman who is doing so much 
to maintain the national prestige abroad. 
That is how the subject is viewed by 
virtually all sections of the community in 
Northern Ireland; for it is felt that only 
too frequently there have been weakness 
and shilly-shallying when financial 
problems deeply affecting the whole 
Empire were involved. 

Probably also, when Mr. Snowden comes 
to deal with the “ Imperial Province” in 
\reviewing its social services, dependent so 
much on the British Exchequer, he will 
not be ungenerous, even although he has 
been criticised so severely from time to 
time by Northern politicians before an 
unexpected trrn in the wheel of time 
placed him in his present position of 
power and influence. 


MULTITUDE OF VISITORS. 


Apart altogether from the great sport- 


ing attractions which are offered this 
week, the tourist traffic between Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland has been 


steadily increasing, and it will probably be 
found that during the season a “ record ”’ 
has been established in numbers. Many 
thousands of visitors arrived on Saturday 
from Yorkshire and Lancashire, as well 
as from the English midland counties, the 
steamers on the Liverpool and Heysham 
routes having to be augmented, while big 
contingents of holiday-makers also arrived 
from the Scottish shores. They find their 
way to various seaside resorts, all of which 
are now doing a flourishing business, and 
many of the more prosperous travel South 
before returning to the homeland. During 
the week-end the bookings to the cross- 
Channel ports were very heavy; for 
passengers who had again to take up the 
ordinary duties of life. 

In this connection it is of interest to 
note that the old agitation to relax the 
restrictions on complete Sunday closing of 
licensed premises has again been revived. 
No definite proposals have been put for- 
ward, but the idea is that visitors from 
England are dissatisfied when they cannot 
obtain the privilege they are accustomed 
to in their own country. The hardy Scot 
is not so much in the picture, as in his 
land the Sundays are already as dry as 
his own humour, but many of his com- 
patriots believe that Caledonia would be 
less ‘‘stern and wild” if conditions in 
this respect were a little more sociable. 
On the other hand, however, there are 
convincing arguments to the contrary, but 
the fact remains that crowds of people 
cross the border every Sunday for refresh- 
ments which are pruhibited up here. The 
suggestion 1s that the Government should 
set up a Commission to inquire into the 
working of the Temperance Acts with a 
view to amendment, but it is questionable 
if that will be done. 


A WOMANS WAY. 


The detection of a woman poteen-runner 
in Londonderry on Saturday last ‘gives one 
an idea of the extent of this illicit traffic 
in the border areas. She had concealed 
about her person about a gallon of the 
liquor, and her arrest was due to the fact 
that an observant policeman noticed the 
neck of a bottle peeping out from her 
clothing. Probably she is only one of 
many who are making a profit out of this 
business: for it is stated that the Con- 
stabulary were on the look-out for poteen- 
carriers coming across from the County 
Donegal. This woman had an ingenious 
svstem of conveying an array of flasks, 
and, of course, it is very difficult for the 
officers to discover offenders. Everyone 
who smuggles poteen across the border 
cannot be detained on suspicion, and the 
high profits obtained on sales attract 
runners who, mayhap, do not consider 11 
an offence to defraud the Government. 
The manufacture of poteen is a very 
ancient industry, and to adventurous in- 
dividuals even its risks may have a cer- 
tain fascination. It also seems that there 
are good and bad qualities of poteen. 

One of the magistrates, Mr. R. W. 
Glass, R.M., before whom the woman was 
brought, examined the contents of. the 
flasks, and said that the poteen was the 
best that he had ever tested in some five 
hundred cases adjudicated upon by him. 
The explanation given by the prisoner was 
that she had been given the stuff by some 
bovs, who ran a still about two miles 
from her home. She paid 25s. a gallon for 
it, and sold it at 5s. a pint. Her state- 
ment that she was only a casual smuggler 
did not appeal to the magistrates, who 
were of opinion that she was an agent oi 
a gang of illicit distillers.

‘ON TRIAL '' AT THE CAPITOL 
THEATRE. 


As the novelty of the ‘‘talkie”’ 
beginning to wear off, and one could sit back 
and review things, there was the growing 
feeling that the ‘‘talkies’’ were not, with 
one or two notable exceptions, like ‘‘ The 
Doctor’s Secret,” giving to cinema audiences 
the improved programmes and mental enter- 
tainment expected. Quite a number of the 
‘talkies’’ have been based on pictures that, 
if presented in silent form, would weary 
audiences. It is a relief then to have pre- 
sented such a picture as '“On Trial”’ at the 
Capitol Theatre, where the audience for the 
two hours the film takes, live through the 
tense moments of a big murder trial. They 
are, as if actually present in the Court, wit- 
nesses of a dramatic struggle between ex- 
pert counsel with a man’s life hanging in the 
balance.

HE business of art, it is generally 
agreed, is with the beautiful. When 
that has been trumpeted the critics enter 
the lists and the tourney is opened. We 
are told that “ Jew Siiss”’ is a great work 
of art; much in it is sordid. Tethered to 
the horses of approval and disapproval 
the literary flesh of Zola, of Balzac is 
tormented and rent: the poetry of Tenny- 
son is patted on the head and patronised 
as pretty; half a century knelt to it as 
beauty’s very idol: Cubists have squared 
beauty’s circle; yet their work is to some 
a kaleidoscopic nightmare. Slim figures 
swayed to music, and stalls and boxes 
wore their hands clapping human beauty ; 
Mr. Cochran waves Prospero’s wand, and 
beauty puts on flesh. It seems worth 
while to ask the question, '“ What is the 
beautiful ?”’ 

It is not a fresh question. Men have 
been trying to come to some agreed con- 
clusion about it since the world began. 
It was discussed when the morning star, 
in the youth of time, slipped its silver 
light, like a cloak, upon a distant hill; 
and talked of when the god of winds shook 
the forest in his rage. No subject is 
more fascinating ; none will carry you into 
so many or il strange places—log huts 
in the Yukon, camps at desert oases, bank 
counters, prisons, heather lands, drinking 
bars, convents, slums; ever before the 
face of man beauty lies. Young men in 


_college rooms have talked of it; they have 


seen ‘the dawn break and the talk was 
still gomg on. 

The college building was beautiful, and 
beautiful, too, the moon that struck 
through the “leaded tiny panes, and the 
worn carpet upon which it fell. 
seautiful was the dawn ‘that. dispersed 
them as it settled like a dove upon the 
turrets, grey and crenelate. 


THE COMMON MAN. 


The room itself was touched with beauty 
because of so many young men who, over 
so many centuries, had talked the talk oí 


youth therein. Sometimes the words 
they used, their own or the memory of 
some other’s, were beautiful. | They, 


perhaps, had beauty, too. What was 
that beauty? A butterfly that fled the 
nets ; a shadow of clouds upon fields ; the 
feet of winds upon waters. In tenderness 
and in terror; in awe and in abandon 
still before us passs that strange, elusive 
goddess, under the hand yet gone; sad, 
yet thrilled with gladness. No man has 
held her; for she dwells where the rain- 
bow ends. Yet all men’s faces are set 
toward her, the meaning and the goal of 
days. 

It is the property of the common man 
that in the things that matter he knows 
the right for himself and scorns to give 
reasons for the faith that is in him. 
When he has become a little uncommon 
he pretends that he has reached his con- 
clusions by reason, though, in fact, he 
flings his proud indicative first upon the 
table and then trumps up an argument to 
defend it.. Some of the very clever have 
jurnished us with definitions, worked out 
syllogism by syllogism, until what they 
have said became current coppers in our 
counter work of thought. We rush out, 
like hands in a shop, with our “Sign, 
please!’ and, satisfied with our wtm- 
primatur, send the shuttle working along 
the wires of our comrades’ brains: then, 
handing back the change, we point pride- 
ful hands at our effectiveness, our work- 
ing value, our stability, doing so easily 
what the old firm did. 


DEFINITIONS. 


One cannot but admire the com- 
placence both of the definers and of those 
who use the definitions. For these coins 
come from mints of very various mould. 


' Says our philosopher, “ The beautiful is 


the symmetrical.’’ Asked is Dublin Bay 
symmetrical, he will, with a certain 
subtlety, discover that it is, and prove it 
so. Rather than admit an error, he will 
reason out a lie. ‘‘It must be complete,”’ 
says another, “in itself.’ It is hard for 
a man to happen upon anything complete 
in itself; yet, he may know beauty. Only 
the universe, perhaps, is complete in 
itself. But it is not the mind that 
appreciates the universe. Keats said it 
is ‘ruth; but another poet has spoken cf 
a woman as a lovely lie. Mechanics talk 
of a beautiful machine, and a doctor has 
recorded a beautiful ulcer. There we may 
register, perhaps, mere looseness of 
language; but the philosopher, ratio- 
cinating, says: ‘‘ Beauty is the perfect 
performance of functions,’ a definition 
which will make a _ stomach pump 
beautiful. Is a beautiful woman one who 
perfectly performs the functions of 
womanhood? The phrase is often used 
of women who are far from womanly; and 
of a woman whose life is filled with 
womanliness we will speak hedging our 
words.- She leads a beautiful life, but is 
rather plain. 

looseness of lJangnage is responsible 
for much of the trouble. We are apt to 
apply the same word to form and content 
exactly at the moment when we should 
differentiate. At the root of these 
contradictions is the vice of intellectuali- 
sation. Keats implied more than le 
said; his sentence as it stands merely 
defines one elusive thing by another. It 


is the second poet who gives the clue. 
The loveliness he speaks of is something 
lelt. The lie speaks his mind, the 


adjective his heart. When the mechanic 
praises a beautiful locomotive or the 
sailor sings his ship as “a beauty, every 
Jine,’’ it is not the functioning that calls 
to his mind; it is the sense of something 
with life in it, of kinship with himself 
speaking to his heart. Beauty is not an 
intellectual conception ; it is an emotional 
perception; a listening-in to the 
harmonies of heaven, the satisfactoriness 
of which is determined by the: power of 
the receiving apparatus, ourselves. 


THE INVISIBLE SEA. 


The critics in combat are too. busy 
breaking mental lances to win to 
sympathy by giving ear to the “still sad 
music of humanity.’’ They are trying to 
do what that extremely tiresome Victorian 
intellectual, Matthew Arnold, told them 
to do, “To see life steadily and see it 
whole.” It is an impossible thing to do 
where everything is shifting, transient, 
unsteady. No man has ever really seen 
the sea. If, however, you give, like a 
ship, to the rise and fall of the billows of 
life, it is possible to see something. 
Facets of existence are caught into vision 
by a succession of contrasts ; incidents are 
revealed as the position shifts and the 
various lights fall. For Arnold all would 
become but a sinister monotony of 
reiteration, like the faces of Chinamen to 
a Westerner’s eye. It is by reason of the 
many facets of life which he glimpses that 
the common man comes to be in sym- 
pathy with his fellow. Gleams of light 
that yon have seen are the gleams that he 
has seen; and in their revealing power, 
bright like daylight, or wan like rush- 
light, men see each other’s faces and 
recognise each other. The really enl- 
tured man tries to share as many facets as 
he may with the world. Anything which 
tends to isolate a man or a nation from 
the widest fling of sympathy is bad. 

It is well, however, to try to see what 
ps ticular facets are more readily grasped 

y one’s own nation. Doubtless all can, 


in theory, see all; but the experience of 
each nation will, determine the kind cf

to which his ear. € 


itself. It is through the telescope of the 

that we scan the horizons of the 
uture. What are the peculiar threads in 
the universal woof that the Celtic spirit 
knows intimately? Outside some boys 
are singing to the accompaniment of a 
mouth organ. Their song is “ Little Town 
in the Old County Down.” It is not a 
great song, but it gets to the heart of our 


people. 
THE .CELTIC SPIRIT. 


I heard it sung by men and girls, upon 


a time, dancing in steerage of a 
steamer en route for Liverpool and 
America. As I watched and listened 


every fibre of my being thrilled with an 
immense pathos. It -was beautiful at that 
moment with two sentiments. One was 
that far future h ol. home-coming 
shared by all the world’s children seeking 
fortune; the second purely Celtic; the 
intense feeling for this ‘‘ trembling’ sod ”’ 
on which we hive. ' It is a passionate 
clinging, not so much to home, as to a 
place, and it remembers both the far off 
common holdings of the clans and the 
storms of politics that swept them into 
insecurity. There are the popular songs, 
“The Hills of.Donegal,’” “Galway Bay,” 
“The West's. Awake’’—whose charm is 
in its names—to_testify ; there are Miss 
Moira O’Neill’s exquisite..‘*Corrymeela’’ 
and Miss Gore-Booth’s “ Little Waves of 
Breffny’’; even the veriest ~ poetaster 
manages a touch of distinction when his 
pen records his heart’s call to some 
particular spot. 

A second thread to the Celtic spirit is 
woven again out of history; defiance, a 
fine facing of all the odds. In James 
Stephen’s “ Deirdre’’ the fatal fight with 
the Red Branch is magnificently told, but 
the magnificence is lavished on the 
doomed. The fight is always glorious and 
the battle always lost. The field of Irish 
history is scattered with the ruins of her 
wonderful” broken men. Mr. Andrew 
Malone has asked why there is no early 
Irish drama like the Greek. The answer 
has nothing to do, as one of his critics 
has thought, with the. absence of 
facilities; it is simply that, the Greeks 
imagined they could succeed, though the 
gods knew better; the Irish knew their 
doom, so that their tragedy. was too 
personal for drama, and needs must 
break in lyric vein. When we became a 
nation in posse we developed a stage. 


VERGILIAN TEARS, 


The Celt has always been a sojourner 
since first he set out across Europe. His 
fate is always “to lose what he longs ior 
and loves.” It is not so much a sense oi 
exile that cries out to him. It is some- 
thing deeper. Fate, the policeman, is 
always moving him on. Vergil, great 
among the Celtic singers, never sang so 
well as in the story of Orpheus and 
Eurydice; even in that political 
pamphlet, the Aeneid, written to be [all 
Roman, the Celtic poet cries to his on 
gods, the vanished . splendours, fhe 
lacrime rerum, the tears of things. The 
sense of being moved always on may breed 
the habit of the gay inask. That is a 
high ease of laughter like a sudden foam 
on a deep and bitter sea. That spirit 
shines in Slipper. of Somerville and 


Ross. He is no figure of farce; he 
knows his fate. Nowhere is that gaiety 
better found than in Sir Samuel 


Ferguson’s translation of the old lyric, 
“ Ceann, dubh. dilis.’’ At times it runs 
to bitterness of satire, but even in our 
history one feels that the bitterness is put 
on; we prefer to defy. 

There is another mode of reaction from 
the sense of sojourning. The Celt does 
not care at once to gaze upon the dazzle- 
ments of paradise, surrounded by the 
bitter and terrible of every-day life—the 
details of Moryson’s Diary, or oi Sean 
O’Casey’s tenements—he wins away into 
a buffer state of gossamer, peopled 
with a race that is* neither human nor 
divine, but partakes a little of each; of 
the human in their jugglery and chicane ; 
of the divine in their high accord with 
destiny and their pre-occupation with 
final things. There the good and the evil, 
in delicately coloured garments of strange 
device, move and dance te an unearth!> 
music wrought in trees and flower stalks 
and herbage by the wind’s fingers of 
melody handling the bows of light. The 
Banshee translates death into shuddering 
song in the river sedges; the clang of 
shield on champion’s shield rings like the 
tinkle of blue bells across the meadow- 
land, and the suffering of the world is 
heard faintly in a bird’s cry across the 
bogs, in the sighing of a still stream, the 
distant call of a wild thing, the sobbing 
of a mountain as it stands with a shawl 
of mist close drawn across meagre breasts. 

The lips of the homeland at the dugs of 
the heart; the ringing defiance of the 
doomed: the sense of exile upon 
illimitable exile; a fiery scorn at alien 
things; the window bor of gaiety mock- 
ing the ruinous tenement ; the escape into 
serenity across shadowy waters; these cre 
the chief facets of life for the Celtic 
spirit. The shadow of the wings of 
Beauty falls upon them as she catches up 
their gleams.

Honouring an Trish Saint. 


The province of Brittany has just been 
commemorating in typical French fashion 
St. Ronan, an Irish saint, whose life-story 
has been embellished by many legendary 
beauties, and after whom the French 
place-name Locronan is derived. 

In the stories of the saints he is an out- 
standing lover of solitude and simplicity, 
and so when he decided to visit “ Little 
Britain ” for the purposes of his religion 
he abandoned all the outward signs of his 
office. 

On his arrival at. the sea coast he was 
in no lack of craft; for a rock was trans- 
formed into a ship and the sails were 
filled by zephyrs wafted gently in the 
right direction by an angel. 

He landed ‘safely in Brittany and 
walked on until he rested at the place now 
named after him, and it is there celebra- 
tions in his honour take place every six 
years. 


Gransport Changes. 


A correspondent writes: — While 
passing along the quays from the 
Alexandra Basin to the Custom House the 
other day I was moved to reflect on the 
changes which have taken place in the 
transport of heavy goods during the past 
twenty years. Before 1909 virtually all 
heavy traffic was carried by horse; then 
the four-ton motor lorry gradually made 
its appearance. These vehicles became 
firmly established during the transport 
strike of 1913. They were, to a certain 
extent, displaced during the war period 
by the steam wagon and trailer, which 
was capable of carrying a ten-ton load. 
Until a couple of years ago these vehicles 
were the most economical and efficient on 
the road, owing to the high price of 
netrol. Now the steam wagon, in turn, 
is giving place to a variety of highly 
efficient petrol vehicles, of which the 
tractor and trailer seem to be the most 
imnortant. There are many tractors in 
Dublin, and. though they seem unwieldy, 
it is remarkable how easilv thev can 
thread their way through traffic, and turn 
in quite narrow places. We appear to he 
close to the end of the Steam Age; the 
steam wagon and, in due course, the 
steam engine seem destined to go the way 
of all ironmongery. 


The Horse Still Holds His Own. 


There is one form of transport, however, 
which, up to the present, has defied time 
and invention. Many people were ready 
to prophesv that, with the advent of the 
petrol vehicle, horses would cradually 
disappear from the streets. This pre- 
diction has been falsified. because the 
horse and lorry ia still the most 
economical means of conveying heavy 
goods for any distance up to nearly two 
miles. Of course. horses have decreased 
in numbers: there are not so many of the 
magnificent Clydesdales drawing brewers’ 
lorries as formerly, but the smaller, and. 
perhaps. hardier animals are still in great 
demand. I came across an _ instance 
recently of another advantage which the 
horse has over the petrol vehicle. 
Shelterine from a shower in one of the 
North Wall sheds, I noticed a carter, with 
the usual sack round bis shoulders, come 
to the door and whistle a neculiar note 
with his fincers. Tmmediatelv afterwards 
a horse with a lorrv detached himself 
from a Jong line of vehicles further down 
the street and came v» to where we were 
standing. T remarked to the man that 
his horse seemed to be very intellicent. 
and his revlv was that he would be a 
long time whistling to a Ford!

Al Royal Sport. 


One is apt to look upon CharlesII. as 
little better than a flaneur, and James, 
Duke of York, as not much more than a 
gloomy bigot who came to a bad end. It 
should not be forgotten that these 
monarchs, working worthily on founda- 
tions laid by Oliver Cromwell, and aided 
by Samuel Pepys, put the Royal Navy on 
its sea legs. Cowes week recalls the fact 
that it was Charles II. who introduced 
the yacht to England, and that the first 
yacht race in English waters took place 
off Sheerness, when Charles himself, in 
the Royal yacht ‘Cleveland,’ beat the 
Duke of York in the ‘‘ Henrietta ” during 
a visit to the fleet there. His example 
was rapidly followed by the nobility, and 
from his day until now there have always 
been privately owned yachts in the Eng- 
lish waters. The King himself had no 
fewer than twenty-one yachts built for 
him. The passion for sailing soon spread 
to Treland, and the first British racing 
club was the ‘‘Cork Water Club.’’ This 
club popularised the gaff rig, which has 
followed the British flag to the Colonies ; 
and from its prevalence there the rig has 
taken the name of the Bermudian. 


Ghe First English Yachts. 


Charles II. was introduced to yachts in 
Holland, where the canals gave ample 
seope for their use. ‘There was a heavier 
type of four and a half foot draught, 
and a smaller for pleasure nse called the 
“Beran.” The low draught necessitated 


| these yachts being steadied by lee boards, 


often delicately ornamented with painted 
designs. When the King was restored to 
England a delicate hint to the Mayor of 
Amsterdam obtained him as a gift from 
the. city the yacht “Marv.” This 
Charles instructed the English ship- 
wrights. Christopher and Peter Pett, to 
copy. Thev deenened the keel. abolished 
the cumbersome lee-board, and their 
models. were ‘‘frigate-built’’ In this 
way greater speed was obtainable, and in 
the later Dutch wars the men of Holland 
were rather unkindly requited for their 
gift, the Pett yachts being used as scouts, 
and te rush up aid and supplies during 
engarements. one of the earliest. the 
“Catherine.” built. by Peter being 
eantured when bringing medical aid to 
Prince Rupert’s veesels in the battle with 
de Ruyter at Texel,

200 Not Out. 


St. Mark’s Church, Brunswick street, 
is one of the most interesting old build- 
ings in Dublin. This year it celebrates 
the bi-centenary of its erection, the 
foundation stone having been laid in 1729 
on what was then known as Lazar’s hill. 
Nothing exists to-day to show that a hill 
ever appeared on the landscape, but at 
the time the church was built the site 
chosen was the only reasonably dry piece 
of land in the midst of the marshes 
bordering the mouth of the Liffey. The 
name of Lazar’s Hill was derived from the 
fact that there then existed in the neigh- 
bourhood a Jeper colony or hospital. 

The church is a very plain building, 
with great thick walls made of calp lime- 
stone, which is believed to have been 
brought from the quarries at Finglas. It 
resembles in some ways the much older 
church of St. Michan, but St. Mark’s does 
not possess any tower. 

As far as is known, St. Mark’s ‘(id not 
have a belfry when it was first bu t. The 
bell appears to have been originally hung 
in the little alcove on the west gable, and 
at a later date the present belfry was 


added.

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An Interesting Relic. 


The interior of St. Mark’s does not con- 
form to one’s preconceived ideas of what 
the inside of a church should be like. In 
place of the customary vaulted roof, there 
is a white plaster ceiling. There is so 
little ornamentation about everything that 
one is bound to reflect that the builders 
had an eye to utility rather than to 
beauty. 

The baptismal 


font, near the western 


door, is worthy of remembrance. It 
came from the Church of St. Thomas, 


which was burned in 1922. After the fire. 
when the débris was being removed, the 
lont was discovered underneath a heap of 
rubbish virtually undamaged. It was 
later transferred to St. Mark’s. where it 
now rests, the only survivor of the church 
that so unfortunately perished. 


Still Ringing. 


How many of the congregation of St. 
Mark’s have ever climbed uff into the 
belfry to see the bell that calls them to 
worship? It has hung there since 1761, 
in which year it was presented to the 
church by Colonel] Joshua Paul. There 
is an inscription on the bell, which reads, 
‘The gift of Col. Joshua Paul, 1761.’ 

Around the upper part of the bell there 
runs a curious verse of poetry :— 

‘To the Church the living call, 
And to the Grave do summon all.’’ 

On the floor of the belfry lies another 
much smaller bell, now disused, which 
seems to have been the bell in use when 
the church was first built, and it may 
have hung in the little alcove on the top 
of the west gable. i

what of her suburbs? Take Kingstown, 
for instance. George’s street, the main 
thoroughfare, is much too narrow to cope 
with the volume of traffic that pours 
through it during the day. The congestion 
is not so bad after six o'clock in the 
evening, as by that time most of the 
shops have shut. 

At mid-day, especially on Friday and 
Saturday, George’s street presents a 
picture that would make a sardine-packer 
green with envy. Each side of the street 
is lined with tradesmen’s delivery vans 
and private motors, while’ down the 
tortuous alley left in the middle of the 
street dash ‘buses and other mechanically 
propelled vehicles. Trams add to the 
chaos, and an occasional horse cab will 
roll in for the sake of variety. 

The first cause of the trouble is that 
the street is too narrow for modern 
requirements, but that cannot be remedied 
now. The second is obstruction caused 
by stationary vehicles lining the side of 
the street. The latter might be remedied 
if private motors were prohibited from 
parking in front of the shops, and trades- 
men’s delivery vans brought to the shops 
only when all the goods were ready for 
loading. There are plenty of side streets 
for the parking of private motors, and 
although the residents might object to 
the proposal, th: problem is sufficiently 
urgent to warrant drastic measures. 


Cab Hazards. 


Another matter requires attention. 
The hazards for horse cabs on the Royal 
Marine road are not only a nuisance, 
but are a danger. It is hard luck on the 
cabbies, no doubt, that they should be 
elbowed out of the way. They have 
served us well, but the petrol engine is 
now king of the castle, and for the safety 
of the general public it is essential that 


the streets be as free of obstruction as 
possible. 
It would not inflict any hardship on 


the cab-owners if the present hazards in 
the Marine road were done away with and 
alternative stands formed in streets 
where there is little motor traffic. It is 
to be hoped that it will not require a 
serious accident to urge the authorities 
to move in the matter 


Rowing. 


““So pleasant for you,” said the visitor. 
“having a river handy like that. 1 
suppose you often spend an evening in 
pleasure boat upon the upper Liffey.’’ 
But I don’t; and I suddenly’ realised 
that, apart from the boat clubs, I don’t 
know anyone who goes on the Liffey in a 
boat for exercise or pleasure, and further, 
that, 1f I wanted to do so, I shouldn't 
know how to set about it, even whether. 
or where, I could hire a boat. In the 
river cities of Limerick and Athlone it is 
a simple matter to arrange for a rowing 
boat, a yawl or even an outboard motor- 
boat and to spend long hours on the 
water—but in Dublin? The more wealthy 
and more leisured among us can, and do, 
take advantage of water facilities at 
Howth, Kingstown and Clontarf. Is 
there any reason why the humbler of our 
citizens should not be catered for on the 
river’s higher reaches? I dare say a little 
inconvenience might at first be caused to 
the sporting clubs ; but a little experience 
soon develops in those who use a stream 
a water-sense, and the widened-interest in 
river sport would necessarily react bene- 
ficially upon the annual fixtures, increas- 
ing the material from which oarsmen 
could be selected, as well as the attend- 
ance at races and regattas. Really, we 
hardly deserve our amenities if we will 
not use them.

A central 
railway station—which should have been 
built many years ago—may be a financial 
impossibility just now. A central 'bus 
dépét—like those which are now being 
built in London and other cities—is 
another matter altogether. It is not only 
a grim necessity, but, undoubtedly, could 
Be made to pay. |

BELFAST, Monday. 


HE name of Mr. Snowden does not 
sound pleasantly in the ears of 
Northern Unionist politicians, as he has 
spoken sarcastically about the extent of 
their patriotism being measured by the 
volume of financial favours received by 
the province, but the great mass of the 
people are singing his praises just now 
in connection with the stand he has taken 
at The Hague in preserving British 
interests. Socialism has never ftourished 
in the Six Counties, but at present its 
stock might be quoted as rising in the 
public estimation. The question is being 
keenly discussed everywhere, and the 
yeneral opinion is that Mr. ‘Snowden 
knows his job and has the determination to 
carry it through. The gloomy prophets 
up here who have only one outlook and 
one symbol are disappointed, but the man 
in the street is wishing success to the 
British statesman who is doing so much 
to maintain the national prestige abroad. 
That is how the subject is viewed by 
virtually all sections of the community in 
Northern Ireland; for it is felt that only 
too frequently there have been weakness 
and shilly-shallying when financial 
problems deeply affecting the whole 
Empire were involved. 
Probably also, when Mr. Snowden comes 
to deal with the “ Imperial Province’’ in 


\reviewing its social services, dependent so 


much on the British Exchequer, he will 
not be ungenerous, even although he has 
been criticised so severely from time to 
time by Northern politicians before an 
unexpected trrn in the wheel of time 
placed him in his present position of 
power and influence. 


MULTITUDE OF VISITORS. 


Apart altogether from the great sport-

ing attractions are 
week, the towrist traffic between Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland has been 


steadily increasing, and it will probably be 
found that during the season a “ record ”' 
has been established in numbers. Many 
thousands of visitors arrived on Saturday 
from Yorkshire and Lancashire, as well 
as from the English midland counties, the 
steamers on the Liverpool and Heysham 
routes having to be augmented, while big 
contingents of holiday-makers also arrived 
from the Scottish shores. They find their 
way to various seaside resorts, all of which 
are now doing a flourishing business, and 
many of the more prosperous travel South 
before returning to the homeland. During 
the week-end the bookings to the cross- 
Channel ports were very heavy; for 
passengers who had again to take up the 
ordinary duties of life. 

In this connection it is of. interest to 
note that the old agitation to relax the 
restrictions on complete Sunday closing of 
licensed premises has again been revived. 
No definite proposals have been put for- 
ward, but the idea is that visitors from 
England are dissatisfied when they cannot 
obtain the privilege they are accustomed 
to in their own country. The hardy Scot 
is not so much in the picture, as in his 
land the Sundays are already as dry as 
his own humour, but many of his com- 
patriots believe that Caledonia would be 
less ‘‘stern and wild” if conditions in 
this respect were a little more sociable. 
On the other hand, however, there are 
convincing arguments to the contrary, but 
the fact remains that crowds of people 
cross the border every Sunday for refresh- 
ments which are pruhibited up here. The 
suggestion 1s that the Government should 
set up a Commission to inquire into the 
working of the Temperance Acts with a 
view to amendment, but it is questionable 
if that will be done. 


A WOMANS WAY. 


The detection of a woman poteen-runner 
in Londonderry om Saturday last gives one 
an idea of the extent of this illicit traffic 
in the border areas. She had concealed 
about her person about a gallon of the 
liquor, and her arrest was due to the fact 
that an observant policeman noticed the 
neck of a bottle peeping out from her 
clothing. Probably she is only one of 
many who are making a profit out of this 
business: for it is stated that the Con- 
stabulary were on the look-out for poteen- 


carriers coming across from the County 
Donegal. This woman had an ingenious 


svstem of conveying an array of flasks, 
and, of course, it is very difficult for the 
officers to discover offenders. Everyone 
who smuggles poteen across the border 
cannot be detained on suspicion, and the 
high profits obtained on sales attract 
runners who, mayhap, do not consider it 
an offence to defraud the Government. 
The manufacture of poteen is a very 
ancient industry, and to adventurous in- 
dividuals even its risks may have a cer- 
tain fascination. It also seems that there 
are good and bad qualities of poteen. 


One of the magistrates, Mr. R. W. 
Glass, R.M., before whom the woman was 
brought, examined the contents of. the 


flasks, and said that the poteen was the 
best that he had ever tested in five 
hundred cases adjudicated upon by him. 
The explanation given by the prisoner was 
that she had been given the stuff by some 
bovs, who ran a still about two miles 
from her home. She paid 25s. a gallon for 
it, and sold it at 5s. a pint. Her state- 
ment that she was only a casual smuggler 
did not appeal to the magistrates, who 
were of opinion that she was an agent of 
a gang of illicit distillers.

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A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


"“ ON TRIAL '' AT THE CAPITOL 
THEATRE. 


As the novelty of the ‘‘talkie”’ films was 
beginning to wear off, and one could sit back 
and: review things, there was the growing 
feeling that the ‘‘talkies’’ were not, with 
one or two notable exceptions, like ‘‘ The 
Doctor’s Secret,” giving to cinema audiences 
the improved programmes and mental enter- 
tainment expected. Quite a number of the 
‘talkies ” have been based on pictures that, 
if presented in silent form, would weary 
audiences. It is a relief then to have pre- 
sented such a picture as ‘‘On Trial”’ at the 
Capitol Theatre, where the audience for the 
two hours the film takes, live through the 
tense moments of a big murder trial. They 
are, as if actually present in the Court, wit- 
nesses of a dramatic struggle between ex- 
pert counsel with a man’s life hanging in the 
balance. The trial is very ‘Yealistically 
staged, and the audience is taken step by 
step through the various stages of prosecu- 
tion and defence. It is a powerful indict- 
ment which the prosecuting attorney makes 
against Robert Strickland of shooting his 
friend Gerald Trask. As the depositions ot 
his witnesses are made the case against the 
accused man seems watertight. The fact 
that the prisoner enters a plea of ‘ guilty ”' 
appears to make the case against him damn- 
ing, but with a wonderful courage and ad- 
mirable skill a young barrister whom the Court 
has named for the defence tackles the ap- 
parently impossible and secures acquittal of 
his chent. 

The atmosphere throughout the trial is all 
the time preserved at fever héat, and there 
are moments when one is carried away in 
the tale that is unfolded. Such a moment 
is when the prisoner’s little eight-year-old 
daughter is giving her evidence. Hers is 
a dramatic story which turns the whole case, 
and the youngster, little Vondell Darr, plays 
the part with all. the savoir faire of the 
experienced actress. Her elocution is won- 
derful. 

Pauline Frederick is a very compelling 
figure as the wife of the murdered man. She 
has a pleasing voice, with fine control of the 
emotions in reciting her evidence. Her acting 
ia very gripping, especially in those long 


moments when she is sitting listening to ¢! 
damning evidence against her husband. 

Bert Lytell is a strong character in 
part of Robert Strickland, and wins ever 
body’s sympathy. 

It is a very fine film, which will, no doub' 
draw big support during its showing.

CELEBRATIONS IN THE 
NORTH. 


AMERICAN ORANGEMEN 
TAKE PART. 
— 


The 240th anniversary of the Relief of 
Derry was celehrated in Northern Ireland 
yesterday. A big contingent of American 
Orangemen, who are to take back with them 
a new charter for a branch of the Apprentice 
Boys of Derry, took part in the Derry demon- 
stration. The visitors carried in the pro- 
cession the Stars and Stripes, the American 
flag waving alongside the Union Jack and 
rry's own crimson flag. 

At nine o’clock the members of the Walker 
Club assembled at the Governor Walker 
Memorial Pillar, on the City Walls, and un- 
furled a new crimson flag, which they after- 
wards carried in the procession, which ‘vas 
subsequently formed on the Wall, and which 
was the largest ever taking part in a Relief 
of Derry demonstration in the city, the num- 
bers in the ranks being upwards of 20,000. 
These included 10,000 brought from all parts 


of Ulster. 
THE PROCESSION. 
The procession was headed by Brothers 
Matthew Kerr, Governor; A. Birney, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor; A. White, M.C.M.M., 
General Secretary, and Brother R. A. Gil- 
more, President of the Ulster Club, L.O.L., 
Philadelphia. So long was the procession 
that the rear of it had not left the Walls 
when the head of it reached the Diamond, 
where an impressive ceremony took place. 
A halt was made at the War Meneviel, and 
after the Britannia Band had played the 
Dead March, and with flags dipped and all 
heads of those thronging the Diamond un- 
covered, Major Ronald ss, on behalf of 
the Apprentice Boys, laid a wreath on the 
War Memorial in loving memory of the 
Apprentice Boys of Derry who fell in the 
Great War. Brother Gilmore, on behalf of 
the Philadelphia Ulster Club, L.O.L., U.S.A., 
also laid a wreath on the memorial in loving 
memory of the Apprentice Boys who made 
the supreme sacrifice in the World War. It 
bore the words: “In union there is 
strength.” 
THE ANNIVERSARY SERVICE. 

Afterwards the Britannia Band played the 
“Supreme Sacrifice,’ and then the proces- 
sion moved off to the Cathedral, where the 
Anniversary Service was held. The service 
was conducted by the Dean of Derry (Very 
Rev. R. G. 8. King, M.A.), the Rev. Canon 
J. W. MacQuaide, M.A. the Rev. J. H. A. 
King, B.A., Killyleagh, and the Rev, 
G. C. B. Hilliard, B.A. 

The preacher was to have been the Right 
Rev. br. Peacocke, Bishop of Derry and 
Raphoe, but his lordship had not sufficiently 
recovered to enable him to take part in the 
service. 

The Dean, who preached, said that no one 
regretted more than he that the Bishop was 
unable to be present, but he was glad to say 
that the Bishop was making steady progress 
towards recovery. 

The collection was on behalf of the fund 
for the erection of a memorial tablet at the 
burial place in the North aisle of the Cathe- 
dral to Colonel Henry Baker, Governor of 
Derry during the siege, and Captain M. 
Browning. of the Mountjoy, and there was a 
generous response. 

At the conclusion of the Service the 
brethren re-formed and marched round the 
city and city walls. 

During the day Alderman Nixon, M.P., 
on behalf of the night staff of the Belfast 
City Tramways, Ardoyne street, laid a beau- 
tiful wreath on the siege heroes’ mound in 
the Cathedral churchyard. 

During the day the Cathedral’s new peal 
was rung at intervals. 

DUNGANNON, 

Three counties took part in the demonsira- 
tion in Dungannon, County Tyrone Grand 
Black Chapter being joined by Mid-Armagh 
and South Derry Preceptories. 

At the public meeting which was held in 
the Earl of Ranfurly’s Park, Mr. J. EK. 
Crosslé, the County Grand Master of Tyrone, 
said that their opponents had learned that 
the spirit of loyal Ulster could no more be 
broken by violence and intimidation now 
than it was in the days of the defenders of 
Derry, Aughrim and the Boyne; and, for the 
time being, they had been compelled by the 
wise and firm rule of the Northern Parlia- 
ment to desist from such tactics. That did 
not imply, however, that they had relin- 
quished their determination by some other 
means to place the Northern territory in the 
Free State. 

Sir Joseph Davidson, D.L., Belfast, pro- 
posed a resolution of loyalty to the Throne, 
and said that the leaders of the Roman 
Catholics in the North always were talking 
of grievances and persecutions. They claim 
to have grievances under the Education Act, 
but what they really wanted was State en- 
dowment of their schools and the control to 
be left in the hands of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., said that the 
Nationalists in the North at the last election 
had depended almost entirely on a few 
disgruntied, so-called Unionists to turn the 
Unionist Party out of office, but the loyalists 
had rallied as never before, and returned 
Viscount Craigavon and his party with a 
sweeping majority . 

Captain Fyffe, M.P., E. Omagh, said that 
within the past month he read with much 
surprise the reniarks of a Free State District 
Justice concerning their Order and celebra- 
tions. The District Justice said that if they 
were not absolutely devoid of all humour their 
annual celebrations would long since have 
passed into oblivion. Those remarks might be 
examples of Celtic wit. What an outcry of 
intolerance and partiality would have gone 
forth had some occupant of a judicial bench 
in Northern Ireland made use of a similar 
expression about any celebration of our 
opponents. 


FERMANAGH, 


A large county demonstration was held in 
Enniskillen. Fully twenty thousand people 
took part in the procession with bands and 
banners. The Hon. Cecil Lowry Corry, 
County Grand Master, presided. 

Mr. William Grant, M.P., expressed his 
regret and disapointment at the last election. 
Messrs. Devlin and Harbison had a walk-over. 
The result now was that two members were 
misrepresenting them in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, The Free State had raised a tariff wall 
to try to cripple their trade. They were 
ramming the Irish language down the throats 
of Protestant childern, which was an attempt 
to drive Protestants out of the Free State. 
The recent fight in West Belfast was purely 
religious, 

Sir Edward Archdale said that certain 
clergy and politicians were stating that they 
were working for a united Ireland. Such talk 
was all nonsense. There was not the slightest 
chance of an united Ireland. 

Sir Basil Brooke-said that just as important 
in history to-day as the Siege of Derrv was 
the words of their Prime Minister: ' Not an 
inch.” 

A resolution paying tribute to Lord Craig- 
avon’s Government was passed.

_An agitation for a free pardon for 
George Fratson, sentenced to death for 
the Manchester shop murder, or for a re- 
trial of the case, is likely to develop as a 
consequence of the commutation of the 
sentence to life imprisonment. 

Belief in Fratson’s innocence is based on 
the revelation at the Appeal Court that, 
if blood smears on a collar box found in 
the shop were finger-prints, they were not 
those of Fratson or of the dead man, Mr. 
George Armstrong. 

This evidence was given: by Chief 
Inspector Batley, head of the Finger-print 
Department at Scotland Yard, who was 
called by the defence. 

Fratson was convicted largely on state- 
ments he had made to the police after his 
arrest, but at the trial he retracted the 
confession with the explanation that he 
made it because he was tired of life and 
had not the courage to commit suicide. 
He denied all knowledge of the murder. 

The Lord Chief Justice, delivering the 
judgment of the Appeal Court, referred to 
the discovery of a blood-stained duster, 
and said that until Fratson told the police 
that he had thrown a blood-stained duster 
on the top of a case they had no know- 
ledge of its having been thrown there, nor 
had any information to that effect appeared 
in the newspapers. 

Mr. Harry Allan, Fratson’s counsel, and 
Mr. W. Holland, the defence solicitor, 
aré, it is understood, receiving many 
letters from people interested in the case. 

It was learned last night that, if the 
situation does not change, the matter will 
be raised in the House of Commons when 
Parliament reassembles.

The volume of traffic handled in connec- 
tion with the Dublin Horse Show by the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Com 
pany is indicated by the fact that the normal 
service of twelve sailings between North 
Wall, Kingstown and Holyhead was in- 
creased by five, so that there were nineteen 
sailings during the three days—8th, 9th and 
10th of August. Passengers only were car- 
ried to and from Kingstown. 

Visitors arrived in large numbers during 
the week-end previous to the Show, and on 
Friday last an extra passenger boat was put 
on to take some of them back, the number 
of passengers who travelled on the three 
boats which left Kingstown being 2,120. On 
Saturday last two special boats, in addition 
to the mail boats, left Holyhead and landed 
4,000 passengers at Kingstown, while the 
outgoing passengers on three boats to Holy- 
head totalled 2,875. 

The Great Western Railway Company of 
England, owing to the rush of Bank Holiday 
and Horse Show traffic on the Fishguard. 
Rosslare service had to put on two extra 
steamers, and during the past week carried 
approximate!y 5,000 passengers. Each of the 
boats was filled, and the bookings were much 
heavier than during the same period of 
last year 

The British and Irish Steam Packet Com 
pany, in addition to their regular services 
between Dublin and Liverpool, ran three 
special steamers in connection with the Horse 
Show, and in this way carried 5,000 extra 
passengers. Here also the figures show an 
increase over those of last year.

Wien after a lengthy absence he did not 
return his sister became alarmed. After she 
had re ported his absence to the authorities 
the river at Windsor was dragged, alti 
there was nothing to suggest that 
Macnaghten: was likely to be found there. 

Miss Macnaghten, his sister, is of opinion 
that he is suffering from temporary loss of 
memory. 

Mr. Macnaghten is one of the best-loved 
figures at Kton, where he was housemaster 
from 1898, and was appointed Vice-Provost 
in 1990. He is himself an old Etonian, and 
four of the present Eton masters— Messrs. 
Grace, Headlam, Hope-Jones and Gladstone- 
were formerly his pupils. He is a very 
cultured Greek and Latin scholar. When 
housemaster his house was very successiul, as 
he has a most inspiring personality, and an 
extraordinary faculty for sympathy with 
every type of boy.

NUN'S DEATH IN 

CONVENT FIRE. 

SEARCH IN BURNING 
BUILDING, 


STORLES RELATED AT 
INQUEST,

In a room only a few feet away from the 
charred and blackened walls of the gutted 
wing the held yesterday on 
Sister Celestine Harrington, who was burned 
to death in the fire at St. Patrick’s Convent, 
Hayling Island, last Friday. 

Lhe convent is an institution for sick chil- 
dren from poor homes, and Sister Celestine 
was the acting Mother Superior. When the 
fre broke out she and the other nuns took 
the children out as if on an ordinary fire 
drill. Then she was missed. Bravely the 
nuns did ail they could to find her, but she 
had gone back into the burning convent, 
where later the. firemen found her charred 
body. 

Sister Celestine, whose home was in Tip- 
perary, had been a devoted worker in the 
Order of the Sacred Heart for over thirty 
years, : 

Opening the inquest, the Coroner, Major 
Warner, said that had it not been for the 
coolness and bravery of the staff more than 
one life would have been lost. It spoke well 
for the discipline and organisation of the 
home that fifty-eight little children were led 
out to safety without the slightest trouble. 

Mother Lawrence, Superior-General of the 
Order, said that Sister Celestine’s name was 
Sarah Harrington and her age fifty-five. 


THE FIRST ALARM OF FIRE. 

Sister John Berchmans O'Connell, one of 
the Sisters on the staff of the convent, said 
that early in the morning she was awakened 
by the crackling of wood. 

"I looked out of my window end saw that 
it was all alight ‘underneath,”’ she said. 
'" Directly I saw the light I realised the build- 
ing was on fire, and I gave the alarm. Sister 
Celestine always slept with her door open, 
and | thought she would hear. I did nat see 
her at all. 1 went to assist the children, and, 
with the help of the other, Sisters, led them 
all out down one of the staircases. 

Sister Romano Casey, another of the 
convent staff, said that she did not see Sister 
Celestine, but had a vague remembrance that 
she heard her voiee and that she was trying 
to get the children out, the same as the 
oth: rs. 

The Coroner—Do you know of any reason 
that would take Sister Celestine back to the 
bu.lding’—No; 1 do not; unless she'tried to 
get to the chapel to get some of the relics. 

In the workroom on the ground floor was 
a switch for an electric iron, but the person 
in charge said that she had not used the 
switch that day. The workroom was burned 
out, 

The jury intimated that they would like 
to hear the evidence of the woman in charge 
of the workroom, and she was sent for from 
the home, where the children are now stay- 
ing. 

CHILDREN BELIEVED IT WAS FIRE 

DRILL, 


Sister Bertha Callaghan, head teacher at 
the convent, said that when she blew the 
whistle for the children to assemble there was 
not the slightest sign of disorder; because 
the children had been practised im fire-drill. 
They did not realise it was a fire at all. 
Describing the search for Sister Celestine, 
Sister Callaghan said :— 

‘Two maids had been to make a final 
attempt to get to where they thought she 
might be, and I found them in a fainting 
condition, crying: ‘We cannot find her.” ”

have heard the alarm. None of the older 
children remembered seeing her.’’ 
ELECTRIC IRON SWITCH A POSSIBLE 
CAUSE. 

Rachel Martin, nurse to the children, who 
had been hastily summoned to the court, 
arrived hatless and breathless. She said 
that she usually left the key of the workroom 
in a drawer outside the workroom door, so 
that anyone who wished to enter could do so. 
She did not use the electric iron that day 
and did not know that anyone else did. he 
agreed that someone knowing little about the 
matter might have left the iron switch turned 
on. 

Superintendent C. W. Gould, of the Ports- 
mouth Fire Brigade, said that when he 
learned that the sister was still in the build- 
ing his men searched, and reported that she 
could not be found. “I then entered the 
building with the Chief Officer. We decided 
that if she was in the building it..was im- 
possible for her to be alive. On reaching the 
lariding I saw her lying in the doorway next 
to the chapel. Her clothes were entirely 
burnt off, and there were portions of wood 
still burning attached to the under part of 


‘her body. 


SPLENDID ORGANISATION AND 
DISCIPLINE. 

“ The position of the body was that of a 
person having collapsed. At this time news 
was received that two children were missing. 
Further search was made, and then Dr. May 
reported that they had been found in a pr- 
vate house. I have no hesitation in saying 
that there must have been splendid organisa- 
tion and discipline.” 

His opinion as to the cause of the fire was 
that an electric iron was left inadvertently 
or accidentally switched on. He thought it 
started in the work-room, and worked both 
up and down. His impression was that Sister 
Celestine went back either into the chapel or 
into a room adjoining the chapel. Some 
money and blistered and burnt pound and 
ten-shilling notes were found near the body, 
as well as part of her handbag. She might 
have gone back to get the money of which 
she had charge, and been trapped. Both the 
police officers on the island made a frantic 
search to find her. Asked what the island 
water supply was like, the Superintendent 
replied, “ Rotten.’’ It was necessary to have 
force as well as water, and there was not 
sufficient pressure behind the mains. 

‘HER LIFE WAS SACRIFICED TO 

DUTY.’’ 


The Coroner said that, in going back to 
get something of value either to herself cr 
to the Order to which she belonged, Sister 
Celestine thought she was doing her duty. 

think we may truthfully say her life 
was sacrificed to duty,” he added. ‘“‘I am 
sure you will wish to express with me the 
great sympathy we feel with the Order in 
their great loss at the death of this brave 
nun.’’ 

The jury returned a verdict that Sister 
Celestine died from suffocation and burns 
received at the fire, the cause and origin of 
which were nnknown. The jury said that the 
sisters did their duty very well, and every- 
thing possible was done.

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DEATH OF CANON 
KEVILLE. 


- 
YEARS OF FINE SERVICE. 
The death of the Very Rev. John Canon 
Keville, P.P., V.F., Drumlish. which oceurred 
on Saturday, following an illness of some 
months’ duration, has caused . deep . regret 
throughout the Diocese of Aradgh and Clon- 
macnoise, in which he laboured over fitty 
years. He was Parish Priest of the joint 
parishes of Drumlish and Ballinamuck tor 
uver twenty-five years, during which he was 
beloved and esteemed by all sections of 
the people. Last year was the golden jubilee 
year of his priesthood, and when the people 
of his parigh proposed to celebrate the occa- 
sion Canon Keville, with characteristic 
modesty, declined it, and instead he was pre- 
sented with a chalice and set of vestments, 

accompanied by an address. 

During his time in Drumlish and Ballina- 
muck Canon Keville built the splendid new 
Church of St. Mary s in Drumlish, which was 
dedicated on Ascension Thursday, May 9th, 
1907. The people of the parish gave free 
labour in providing the stones and sand used 
in the building, and otherwise gave valuable 
assistance besides according to their means, 
subscribing generously towards the cost. Their 
children in foreign lands also gave generously 
towards the good work. The new church re- 
placed the old church, which had fallen into 
devay. ' 

He also built new schools in the village, 
which he had the pleasure of 


seeing com- 
pleted last year. The new schools became 
necessary following the destruction of the 
existing schools, which were burned to the 
ground during the troubled period of 1920. 
He also completed the building of new schools 
in Kiltycreevagh, in the Ballinamuck district, 
which were begun in the time of his pre- 
decessor. The church in Ballinamuck was ajso 
enlarged and partially reconstructed and re- 
novated under his direction. In addition to 


these heavy undertakings Canon Keville 
effected many improvements in the school 
buildings in his parish. 


NATIONAL TEACHERS AND 
PENSION FUND,

CONGRESS BEING ARRANGED 
FOR NOVEMBER. 

Following the interview which took place 
recently between Mr. Blythe, Free State 
Minister of Finance, and representatives of 
the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation in 
reference to the insolvency of the Pensions 
Fund, a special meeting of the executive of 
the organisation was held to consider the 
position. 

It was decided to ask all branches in the 
Free State to hold special meetings on Satur- 
day, September 14th, at which the result of 
the interview will be made known to the 
general body. A series of district con- 
ferences are being arranged, which will be 
attended by members of the Executive, who 
will discuss future action with the delegates 
thereto. Conferences will be held in the 
following centres :—September 21st—Dublin, 
Carlow, Mullingar, Cork, Tralee, Ballyhbofey, 
Galway and Castlebar. September 28th— 
Carrickmacross, Limerick, Thurles, Sligo and 
El phin. 

Arrangements are likewise being made for 
the summoning of a special Congress, which 
will meet in Dublin on November lst. It 
is not likely that there will be any further 
interview with Mr. Blythe until after the 
special Congress.

The imports of 
eggs from the Free State are imereasing 
rapidly, and the report suggests that in a 
very few years tne Saorstdt will have 
ousted Denmark from pride of place as 
purveyor of eggs forthe Briton’s breakfast 
table. It is encouraging to know that the 
good work which hes been done by the 
Free State’s Minister for Agriculture is 
beginning to bear fruit. While others 
have been talking politics, Mr. Hogan has 
been working to improve the condition of 
the Free State farmer, and, although con- 
ditions still leave much to be desired, they 
might be very much worse. 


A Unique Method. 


Mr. Richard Chester, in the Daily 
Telegraph, describes a new method of 
learning English which is meant for 
the better instruction of young 
Italians in Shakespeare s tongue. It is 
described as a “mefodo unico,” and it 
certainly is. Its author spurns the old 
ways tf the “direct method ’’— What is 
this? This is a book” ; ‘and likewise the 
more familiar system which was based on 
gardeners’ pen-holders and the head-gear 
of maiden aunts. The young Italian who 
wished to learn English is taken by the 
teacher round the cities of Europe and 
America, acquiring some remarkable 
knowledge in the course of his literary 
travels. Nice is a city: “full of broken- 
down Russian, Polish, Swedish and Danish 
countesses, renting furnished room and 
selling systems: to break -the bank at 
Monte Carlo.” Naples is“ crowded with 
noisy, gesticulating, cheery people, many 
of whom seem to have nothing particular 
to do.” In Winnipeg the student will 
come across people speaking French 
“which in Paris would create a sensa- 
tion,’ while in Oxford he will see 
“ Brassnose College, Baliol College’’ and 
various “ Excamination schools, all ol 
which celebrated seats of léarning.’’ Our 
bewildered student of English “ as she is 
spoke”? learns ‘many things about the 
world in which ‘he ‘lives which he never 
will learn in any other way; and by the 
time when he has done with the 
‘metodo unico’’ his knowledge of Europe 
will be almost as strange as his knowledge 
of English. The study of English seems to 
lend itself peculiarly to such “ methods, ' 
with the result that few foreigners can 
speak the language well; but “methods ”’ 
of learning Italian also have their pit- 
falls. A young American woman not so 
very long ago, having been snubbed by 
an Italian in Genoa, reproached him in 
the foliowing words: ‘Se vot credete que 
scdere sopra una cittadina 
Americana vot vi sbagliate.”’ . Having 
studied a “three weeks’’’ method, she 
would not allow any mere Italian to “ sit 
on’’ her.

Factory Age Limit. 


Five shillings a week is mentioned as 
the allowance the Government may. make 
for each child of fourteen and over whe), 
the school-leaving age is raised to fifteen 
in. which event the annual cost to the 
Exchequer will be about £6,000,000 
There is a lack of unanimity anent the 
proposal to raise the age. Many i: 
dustrial workers are definitely opposed to 
any barrier to their children working and 
contributing to the household expenses 
when they reach fourteen. Supporters of 
the plan, also, are divided as to the form 
the subsidy should take; for, while some 
prefer a flat rate. for each child, others 
are in favour of a graduated scale accord 
ing to necessity for assistance. A large 
hody of Socialist opinion is urging the 
early introduction of legislation to in- 
crease the age, but in view of the oppo 
sition the Government may hesitate before 
taking definite action. 


Schneider Cup. Trophy. 


The absence of a French team in the 
Schneider Cup contests will be generall; 
regretted. The withdrawal is due to the 
fact that the three French machines en 
fered will not be ready in time to give the 
pilots adequate training. This week two 
of the four mystery machines, which have 
been specially constructed to defend the 
British title to the cup, will be out for 
practice. Two have been constructed by 
the Gloster Aircraft Company, and 
hy the Supermarine Aviation Works. 
former have Napier engines, which 
tand and water speed “ records,” and th: 
latter Rolls-Royce aerial engines. With 
France scratching, it seems probable that 
the test will resolve itself into a duel be 
tween England and Italy, as America’s 
sole entrant is apparently undecided about 
joining in the race. .

Price of Coal. 


South Wales Coal Marketing Associa- 
tion will increase the price of large coal 
by threepence a ton on October 1st, while 
there will be an increase of one shilling 
and eightpence a ton for Yorkshire house 
hold coal at the end of this month. ‘The 
latter increase will be fully passed on to 
householders, with, perhaps, something 
added to it, owing to the end of the period 
during which ‘ lowest summer prices ” 
operate. Domestic users of coal, now as 
im the: past, rarely take advantage of the 
lower prices which rule in the summer 
months. All branches oí the industrv— 
producers, wholesale merchants and re- 
tailers—would benefit by a steady stream 
ol summer orders, but householders, as a 
body, usually wait until:the autumn be- 
fore replenishing stocks for the winter. 


County Cricket Championship. 


At the moment the County Cricket 
Championship table is headed by Notts, 
with Gloucestershire and Lancashire 
bracketed for second place, and Kent 
iollowing. There are only four points be- 
tween all these counties, but, whereas 
Kent and Lancashire have played 23 
matches, Gloucester have played 22 and 
Notts 21, so changes in the leadership are 
possible as a result of the remaining 
matches. Under the system introduced 
this season, each team has an ecual num- 
ber of games, so that Notts have two 
fixtures in hand, but they are not doing 
too weil in their present game, while 
Gloucester and .

CHIMNEYS WRECKED 

NEW YORK STATE.

A slight earthquake shook a number of 
founties in North-Western New York 
State at 6 hours 24 minutes 55 seconds, 
Eastern “standard time, this morning, 
but, beyond throwing down about a 
hundred chimneys in Batavia and Attica 
and making cracks in a few house walls, 
it did no damage. 

The tremor was felt as far north as 
Toronto and as far south as Erie, Penn- 
Sylvania. Springfield, Massachusetts, 
was the most easterly city to feel the 
shock, and Cleveland, Ohio, the most 
westerly. 

tattling dishes, swaying pictures on the 
walls and slight displacements of furni- 
ture wére reported from Niagara Falls, 
Rochester, Syracuse “and a: number of 
smnaller towns, but outside New York 
State the shocks were barely perceptible. 

Separate tremors lasted ten or twenty 
seconds, and the earthquake ceased 
altogether after about one minute. 

Professor Kirtley F. Mather, of Har- 
vard University Seismograph Station, said 
today that geologists were at a loss to 
explain these shocks along the Lake Erie 
shore, which occur on an average about 
every ten or fifteen years. There are no 
Surface’ indications to account for earth- 
quake activity there.

MAY BE QUESTION FOR HAGUE. 

Should the forthcoming negotiations 
fail, however, for one reason or another, 
io produce a settlement satisfactory to 
the Free State, Mr. Cosgrave’s Ministry, 
| understand, is determined to take the 
matter to the Court of International 
Justice at The Hague. The validity of the 
title by virtue of which the Irish Society 
holds the fishing rights of the Lough is 
considered to be a separate issue to be 
resolved, if necessary, by such Court as 
is deemed to have lawful jurisdiction in 
the matter. 


THE EXPERTS’ CONFERENCE. 

1 should not be surprised if the pro- 
posed negotiations between the British 
and Free State Governments are deferred 
until October, when Free State Ministers 
will be in London for the Experts’ Con- 
ference of the Imperial Conference. 
Actually this designation may prove to 
be inapplicable to the forthcoming Con- 
ference, since, following communications 
recently exchanged between His Majesty's 
Ministry and the Dominion Governments, 
it has been virtually agreed that the 
subjects jor discussion are sufficiently im- 
portant to warrant the personal attend- 
ance of leaders or members of the various 
Governments concerned. 


MINISTERS TO ATTEND. 

As originally conceived, the Conference 
was to consist only of officials who would 
report their conclusions on the few ques- 
tions referred to them to the plenary 
Conference which meets in the spring of 
next year. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s Ministry, however, was 
not disposed to leave such important ques- 
tions as that of the right of appeal from 
Dominion Courts of the Privy Council to 
the doubtful tolerance of permanent 
officials, and accordingly, I believe, it 
intimated its intention to be represented 
directly. by one or two of its Ministers. 
An exchange of communications between 
His Majesty’s Government and other 
Dominion Ministries revealed that they, 
too, desired to be directly represented by 
one or more members of their respective 
Cabinets. 

In .eonsequence, the October assembly 
will have more the character of a plenary 
conference than that of a convention of 
permanent officials, as it orginally was 
planned to be, and the possibility 
is that the Imperial Conference 
proper, that was to take place in the 
spring of 1930, will be postponed to a 
later date. | 


PRIVY COUNCIL APPEALS. 

The chief question for decision by the 
coming ‘October conference is whether the 
right. of appeal from Dominion Courts to 
the Privy Council should continue. For 
the Free State Government this issue is 
one of paramount importance. In_press- 
ing for the discontinuance of the citizen’s 


present. time .is th: matter 
of the King’s. right in certain cir- 
cumstances to reserve or withhold 
assent froin legislation’ passed ‘by the 
sh gs re of the -Dominions. The 
seven million pounds. ‘balance of tl 
1927 National Laan remains to be tieand 
by the Free State. Ministry. At the 
moment, the American market, by reason 
of the high rates of discount obtaining in 
respect of loans, forbids the flotation of 
any part of the loan in that country. 

_ There remains London, but if any loan 
issued by the Free State in London is to 
become British Trustee Stock, like issues 
already made by the Commonwealth of 
Australia, by Canada and’ New Zealand, 
the British Ministry must ask, in return 
for its security, ‘‘ a formal expression: of 
the Dominion’s opinion, that any legisla- 
tion which appears to the Imperial 
Government to alter any of the stock to 
the injury of the stockholders, or to 
involve a departure from the original con- 
tract in .regard to the stock ” should 
properly ‘be disallowed or vetoed by His 
Majesty. 


NATIONAL SENTIMENT. 

The Free State. Government, howover, 
considers that such formal declaration 
would be most repugnant to national 
sentiment. It considers that the per- 
sonal pledge of the Ministry to honour its 
bond or its obligations fo the  stock- 
holders should be sufficient guarantee for 
any Government, the contention being 
that the extraction of such formal public 
declaration as is required by the Colonial 
Stock Act, 1900, quoted above, is un- 
neccessary and unjustifiable, inasmuch as 
it might leave the borrowing Dominion at 
the mercy of an unscrupulous Executive 
in England—an Executive, that is, that 
might advise His Majesty to withhold 
assent from any, or every, conceivable 
piece of legislation passed by the Domi- 
nion Legislature. 

The Free State delegates will press for 
the abolition of this provision. If they 
are successful, the intention, I think, is 
to issue three and a half of the seven 
millions remaining for flotation, in the 
London market towards the end of 
this year. If the provision is not deleted 
they will endeavour to ‘‘carry on” for 
a couple of years—by which time the 
United States market, they» hope,. would 
be accessible—by making a home issue of 
two or three millions, and arranging for 
short-term accommodation from the Irish 
banks. 


MERCHANT SHIPPING. 


A third matter for consideration by. the 


| coming Conference is:the operation of the 


Colonial Laws Validity Act, chiefly in its 
relation to merchant shipping. 

The probability is that the initial 
sittings of the Conference will be attended 
by the Premiers of all the Dominions, 
but the full personnel of the Conference 
will be known definitely in a few weeks. 


EKARTHQUAKE SHOCK 
IN AMERICA.

CHIMNEYS WRECKED IN 
NEW YORK STATE, 
From ‘‘Tue Times". CorRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Monday. 

A slight earthquake shook a number of 
counties in North-Western New York 
State at 6 hours 24 minutes 55 seconds, 
Eastern “standard time, this morning, 
but, beyond throwing down about a 
hundred ¢himneys in Batavia and Attica 
and making cracks in a few'house walls, 
it did no damage. 

The’ tremor was felt as far north as 
Toronto and as far south as Erie, Penn- 
Sylvania. Springfield, Massachusetts, 
was the most .easterly city to feel the 
shock, and Cleveland, Ohio, the most 
westerly. 

Rattling dishes, swaying pictures on the 
walls and slight displacements of furni- 
ture were reported from Niagara Falls, 
Rochester, Syracuse and a number of 
sialler towns, but outside New York 
State the shocks were barely perceptible. 

Separate tremors lasted ten or twenty 
‘seconds, and the earthquake ceased 
altogether after about one minute. 

Professor Kirtley F. Mather, of Har- 
vard University Seismograph Station, said 
today that geologists were at: a loss to 
explain these shocks along the Lake Erie 
shore, which occur. on an average about 
every ten or fifteen years. There are no 
Suriace indications to account for earth- 
quake activity there.

Chieago, and often boasted 
that he was “poison to cops.”’ He was 
shot by-a policeman after holding up and 
robbing a restaurant in Brooklyn.

THE HAGUE, Monday. 

The question of the beginning and the 
ending of the evacuation of the Rhineland 
wasidebated at this afternoon's sitting of the 
Political Commission, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Arthur Henderson. 

It became clear that, while it: might: under 
some circumstances be easier to fix the date 
for the commencement of the evactiation, it

In teply to the Coroner, witness said that 
before going to bed he and a colleague, Mr. 
Kelly, ialsonjodging in the house, had been 
smokihg ciga¥ettes. ° 

Guard Denis McCarthy gave evidence of 
rushitig from “the barrack to the fire with a 
blanket. “I saw Mr: Kelly hanging on to 
the wpper window, while Miss Murphy -was 
hanging out of the other window. Smoke 
was ‘issuing in dense clouds from both 
windows.  aaitea to the lady to jump on tó 
the-bhmhEet, but she still held on, and after 
some timé she fell baekwards, apparently un- 
conscious, into the blanket, and. she was then 
removed to a place of safety. When the lady 
fell on the -ground she shouted for her 
mother, and, believing Mrs. Murphy to be 
inside, I called to Mr. Kelly to hold on and 
went for a ladder. A ladder was procured, 
and I climbed dh thé front top window and 
made a fruitless attempt to get in because 
of the*density of the smoke. Mr. Kelly had 
fallen-on to the ground while I was gone for 
the ladder. J went to the back, having failed 
to éffect an entry at the front, and got on to 
the-roofs of the out-offices, and succeeded in 
reaching one of the windows of the upper 
storey: I-got into a room of the house where 
there was smoke and flames. I made an 
effort to get to the front rooms, but could 
not” get*-beyond a few yards from the back 
window," 

Thé ‘charred remains of Mrs. Murphy were 
found mear the frame of the bed. 

The Coroner returned a verdict of death 
frotf asphyxiation, and sympathised with the 
relatives oí the deceased. He complimented 
Guard McCarthy for his heroic work.

writings 

The witness’ said that he discovered a 
packet éontaiúing notepaper and a sheet of 
blofting ‘paper. He .examined the blotting 
paper with the aid of-a mirror, and was able 
to read clearly some of the words that ap- 
peared in the threatening letter addressed to 
George Cartwright. The notepaper in the 
packet bore the. same watermark as that on 
the fhreatening letter.

AMERICAN CRITICISM 
MR. SNOWDEN, 
From EEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 
Mr. Snowden’s attitudé at The Hague Uon- 
ference came as a great surprise to the 
American Press and public. - The majority 
of papers commenting on it, even those most 
friendly to England, are very critical of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
The New York Evening Post, in a leader 
entitled ‘‘ England Amok,’’ ~says—‘ The 
world can hardly believe its eyes. If Russia 
or Germany were trying to upset the apple- 
cart it would seem natural and familiar; but 
to have England acting the énfant terrible is 
something too strange for belief. 
opinion in America was at first inclined to 
attribute Mr. Snowden’s bad manners and odd 
temper to bluff; but what is going to happen 
now we do not know. England may be going 
amok,’’ 
The Sun says—While it is much in sym- 
pathy with Great Britain's general position, 
and Europe has come to expéct sacrifices of 
Great Britain, and to accept these sacrifices 
as a matter of course, Mr. Snowden is letting 
his country appear in the unfortunate posi- 
tion of having delivered an ultimatum. An 
unustally heavy responsiblity rests on Mr. 
Snowden not to precipitate a rupture. 


IRASCIBLE MR. SNOWDEN. 

Some of the most outspoken comments appear 
in the New York Times, one of the greatest 
and “most ‘influential newspapers in America, 
which has been consistently friendly to 
England, and whose editor is a Yorkshire- 
man, like Mr. Snowden. Nothing is easier, 
says this paper, than for a statesman to 
obtain support at home through clutching 
foreigners by the beard. The spirit of Chanvin 
is just as easily aroused in Great Britain 
or the United States as in France. It-is all 
very fine for an irascibleé man, like Mr. 
Snowden, to attack his opponents in the 
House of Commons with angry epithets which 
he refuses to withdraw, but quite another to 
carry those methods into an international 
conference. Bad manners are not regarded as 
a proof of sound judgment abroad, even if 
they sometimes are at home. 
The Times thinks that Mr. Macdonald 
may find a “way out of the mess created by 
his ill-tempered Chancellor of the Exchequer.” 
It suggests, in conclusion, that the  Inter- 
national Bank might be established in London 
instead of in Brussels or Amsterdam as a 
““solatium to British pride, and a tacit recog- 
nition of the fact. that. London, after all, 
remains the chief financial centre of the 
world,”

READJUSTMENT OF 
GERMANY’S PAYMENTS. 
From Revuter’s CorresPonpent. 


THE HAGUE, Monday. 

Inquiry made in French conference circles 
this evening elicits the view that the general 
impression noted this morning still prevailed 
at the end of the day after the meeting of 
the Political Committee. It is pointed out 
by Frenchmen that it is the details of the 
Rhineland evacuation that are now being 
discussed, and that, while the formation of 
a Technica] Commission is generally conceded, 
the composition of that Commission has now 
to be settled. M. Briand, Mr. Henderson, 
and M. Hymans are to have an interview on 
the subject with Dr. Stresemann to-morrow. 

Frenchmen emphasise that it is positively 
settled that evacuation will still be subject 
to a general agreement being reached on 
reparations on the bases of the Youn 
scheme. They add that in the last-nam 
matter a certain amount of progress is to 
be recorded this evening. In effect, they 
mention a visit paid vesterday to Mr. Leith- 
Ross, of the Treasury, by M. Franequi, 
Belgium; Signor Pirelli, Italy; and M. 
Quesnay, France, who, as experts versed in 
the intricacies of the Dawes scheme, are sup- 
posed to have supplied the British officials 
with some serviceable explanations. 


SATISFYING GREAT BRITAIN. 

This, apparently, according to the French 
version of the state of things, is to lead up 
to some adjustment of Germany’s payments 
that will, at any rate in part, satisfy the 
claims of the United Kingdom without in- 
fringing the nights of the other Powers. This 
sort -of compromise, new in course of in- 
cubation, appears to be to increase England’s 
share without in any way interfering with 
the proposed distribution among the. other 
Great Powers, by assigning to the United 
Kingdom a large portion of the residue of the 
German “ annuity” after the claims of the 
princjpal Powers have been met. 

This is to be done by compensating the 
small Powers—Rumania, Yugo-Slavia, Greece 
and Portugal—by scaling down their war debt 
to the other Great Powers for the loss of this 
residue, which tinder the Young scheme was 
to have been allotted to them. Conversa- 
tions have already: commenced between the 
interested delégates, and the French repre: 
sentatives have been talking the matter over 
with the Yugé-Slav and Rumuanfan repre- 
sentatives this afternoon. 

THE FRENCH POSITION, 

While Frenchmen admit that these pro- 
positions will require a complex and intricate 
process of elaboration in order to become

CROSS-CHANNEL VISITORS 
ENJOY GOOD SPORT. 


Rain fell heavily on Sunday night and the 

revious night in Northern Ireland, and ‘hat 
hed the effect of making the birds a bit 
wild, and as well threw evs mists in the 
earlier part of the morning, so that it was 
quite sfx o'clock before there was real good 
visibility on the hill side, while the going 
through the wet heather was heavy. On 
most «moors the good old-fashioned system of 
shooting Over dogs was observed, the drive, 
or “ batiue,” never appealing much to Irish 
sportsmen,: who prefer to have their right 
and léft as the birds :flush from the heather. 
Sitting’ in the butts and waiting for the 
birds coming in front like & moving target 
may be all right on very large shootings, 
such as obtain in the Highlands—‘‘a mad 
minute ’’ blazing into the rushing of bundreds 
of birds, the stopping of cripples and the 
gathering up of the slain. 

COMBATTING POACHING. 

The meagre reports from the moors of 
North Derry, North Antrim, and the big 
stretches of moor-land which lie in the 
Sperrin Mountains, Co. Tyrone, indicate that 
all forecasts were quite correct, the coveys 
being plentiful, numbering from six to ten 
birds, and exceptionally strong on the wing, 
a very low percentage of ‘‘ cheepers,’’ and 
virtually no eee’, ?oaching was well kept 
down, though attempted in Derry and 
Tyrone as long ago as the middle of July, 
the “ Twelfth’’ Eva been marked by 
several motor gangs, who were frustrated. 

Virtually every shooting in Tyrone and 
Derry is tenanted this season, and a fine 
turnover of money likely to result. 

Mr. Clarke,;- Upperlands, had a party out 
on his North Derry shoot, 

In _recent. yeark sportsmen. have . revised 
both loads and connor and with the modern 
hard shooting gun No. 5 shot is considered 
heavy enough to stop. a grouse—even a 
hardened old cock coming down-wind like an 
express train.

butts. 

It is proving a most prolific year so far 
as ground game is concerned; hares being 
extremely plentifut on the moors, though, for 
so far, 16 has not proved much of a wild fow! 
season in Fermanagh, Armagh and ‘I'yrone.

It is most interesting to learn that guail 
were heard this summer in thfs country in 
places: so widely apart as Tipperary and 
Derry. Time was when the quail was very 
bee in both North and South—'l'yrone, 

erry, Armagh and Antrim in the North, 
and Tipperary, Cork and Waterford in the 
South, and especially Louth in the East— 
but two causes have been attributed as to 
their practical extinction as a sport-giving 
bird. The first the great decrease in tilled 
land following the “Bad Times” of 
the “hungry  forties,"’ when thousands 
of acres went into pasture or its original 
heath and waste, and the great increase of 
partridge, which are a more aggressive. bird, 
and, it is said, drove quail away. Anyhow, 
quail ceased to migrate\in any quantity some 
sixty years ago, @nd it is only within the 
last few years that they have put in an 
occasional appearance. ‘The cry of the quail 
gives it the well-known sobriquet of “ wet- 
my-foot.’’ Many attempts have been made to 
re-introduce quail-into Ireland. “It is a hand- 
some bird and presents by no means an easy 
mark, being quick and prompt on the wing 
when flushed.” The chief breeding places are 
in North Africa, Egypt in particular, Asia 
Minor, and the East. generally. Quail, it 
may be recalled, were among the ; flesh pots 
of Egypt,” after which the Twelve Tribes so 
much hungered, 


TYRONE AND DONEGAL. 

A large number of sportsmen from across 
the Channel and from different parts of 
Ireland arrived in County Tyrone. The 
mountains are particularly well stocked with 
birds and hares, and sport was good. The 
sportsmen of Tyrone were all early astir yes- 
terday morning and shot the mountains, 
Splendid “bags ’’ of grouse already have ar- 
rived in Strabane from the Tyrone and 
Donegal mountains. The Donegal mountains 
also are very well stocked, and large numbers 
of sportsmen, including English and Scottish 
visitors, were early on the Donegal 
mountains yesterday, and yesterday afternoon 
large numbers of bags of grouse had reached 
Strabane on their way to England, Scotland 
and Wales. The day was gloriously fine, and 
sportsmen state they never experienced better 
sport all round. 


THE ROYAL MOORS. 

A box of grouse shot by the keepers of the 
Royal moors, ‘near’ Balmoral Castle, was sent 
yesterday by train to London. ‘The box bore 
the er inscription “The King, Backing- 
ham Palace,’’ 

Many parties were out on the Cleweland 
and North Yorks moors, and “ bags” were 
well up to average. 

The Duke of York and the Earl of 
Strathmore enjoyed a day's shooting on the 
Sidlaws at Lumley Den. Glorious weather 
prevailed, and they had a good “ bag.’’ 

Heavy “bags ” were obtained on the North 
Wales moors, where the season is one of 
great promise. 

Almost perfect weather was experienced on 
Aberdeenshire, Kincardineshire and Banffshire 
moors. Birds were strong on the wing, and 
shooting over’ they dogs, instead of driving 
grouse, was more common than for many 
years, 

At Aberdeen grouse sold for 20s. per brace. 
“ Bags '" were average. 

Two stags, the first of the season, were shot 
in Kintail Forest.

SOLDIER’S STORY. 

Company Quartermaster Sergeant Chaloner, 
who is in camp at Hcleombe Brook with. the 
Sth Lancastire Fusiliers, described how he 
had been called to the scene of the tragedy. 
' We were at the Ainsworth Sports Ground,” 
he said, “when a little girl came over and 
said that her mother told her to tell the 
soldiers that a man and woman Had been 
shot. I called’to some of the men, and we 
ran as fast as we could go in the direttion 
of the tragedy 

“ We passed a farmer who showed us the 
way, and he said that he had seen the couple 
earlier and warned them: about trespassing. 
The woman turned to him, and said of her 
companion: ‘He is going to shoot me,’ but 
the farmer told her not to be silly. Almost 
immediately afterwards, the farmer told us, 
a shot rang out and the girl fell. The man 
then turned a revolver on himself, and fell 
fatally wounded in the mouth. 

“The man was dead when we arrived, 
but. the girl was still breathing and we 
attempted to bring her round. We chafed 
her feet and temples, but were unable to 
bring her to consciousness, although for a 
time her breathing seemed to improve. Both 
were dead when the doctor arrived. Soldiers 
from the camp carried the bodies to Rams- 
bottom.’’ 

Wiliam Sheldon was aged 47 and Miss 
Sargent 27. Sheldon’s 17-year-old daughter told 
a Press representative at Welwyn Garden City 
last night that she had seen very little of her 
father recently. He was very good ‘to his 
family on the few occasions .when he came 
home.

AMATEUR DETECTIVE’S 
FAILURE.

Whalen’s record. as a Police 
Commissioner! has been severely criticised by 
the New York Telegram, which publishes 
to-day the results of a survey of the Com- 
missioner’s régime for sthe “first six months 
of this year. According to this survey 148 
murders were committed during ‘this time, 
and only forty-four persons were arrested 
and prima facie cases made out against 
them. It was shown that the chance of a 
man guilty of murder going unmolested was 
three out of ten, and the chance of escaping 
the electric chair approximately.

WRITERS BANNED IN 
ITALY. 


ADVERSE TO PRESENT 
REGIME, 
From Qur Own Corresponnent. 
ROME, Monday. 

The Italian Ministry of the Interior has 
decided on placing the works of Jack London. 
Tolstoi, Turgenieff, Gorki and Dostoeiski on 
the proscribed list. 

Booksellers have been instructed not to 
offer books by these authors for sale because | 
they are polluting to the moral climate in 
which Fascist youths must be nurtured. 

Acting upon the Minister of the Interior’s 
instructions the police in several cities have 
already sequestrated copies of these banned 
books with such zeal that a protest has. been 
raised by the Federation of Italian Book- 
sellers, which asserts that the police have 
exceeded the limits intended by the Ministry. 

In reply to the protest the Under Secretary 
of the Interior, Signor Bianchi, has issued a 
second circular continuing the ban, but 
announcing that the police will enforce the 
prohibition order against the authors with 
discretion. The circular ‘states that it is 
evident that the ‘‘morbidness” of the 
Russian writers and the ‘reckless adven- 
turousness”” of writers like Jack London 
would have a bad effect upon Italian youth, 
and would promote delinquency: It is also 
declared that American and Russian books 
are deliberately put on sale by interests ad- 
verso to the present régime in Ttaly, in 
order to thwart the purpose of the Fascist 
regime in educating the new generation along 
rigid lines,

FOLKESTONE, Monday.

Mr. Delaforce’ s Water Main was 
favourite for the first event, an odds-on 
chance, but was _ beaten into third place 
behind Plague and Johnstone. 

The old Cheltenham hurdler, Lenglen, then 
won the other selling race b three- parts of a 
length from the outsider, Waetherian: He 
was returned at 5 to 1, but his dehghted 
backers at the “‘ tote’’ received over 21 to 1. 

The Kent Handicap was the principal race 
of the day. This was won by Sir Frederick 
Eley's True Copy, a son of Tracery, who 
came in the straight and heat Bucks Hussine 
by two lengths, after Calibre, who had made 
a good deal of the running, had dropped out.

Don Pat was a false favourite for the 
Romney Mid-Weight Handicap; for he ran 
his race in snatches, and was beaten by two 
lengths by Helvetic, who made the second 
winner of the day for Barling, the trainer of 
Plague.

THE NEW ODDS INDICATOR. 


The sporting little South Country gathering 
at Westenhanger Racecourse, near Folkestone, 
registered an excellent attendance yesterday 
afternoon as the result of its installation of 
the totalisator. ‘The windows for the issue of 
tickets, or “selling offices,’ as they are 
called, are similar to those at Newmarket and 
other meetings where the machine betting has 
been in operation. The building, which is at 
the back of the stands, serves both enclosures, 
patrons of Tattersall’s ring using the offices 
at the side of the paddock. Here there are 
five windows for the issue of 2s. win and 
place tickets, a similar number for £1 win 
and place tickets, and one window for £10 
tickets. 

This meeting marked the first introduction 
to English racegoers of the “ Graham 
Amplion indicator board,” a contrivance for 
giving the state of the pool betting. Mr. 
Hamilton, the inventor of the indicator, was 
present yesterday to watch its progress. It 
Is contained im a brick building just beyond 
the racecourse, immediately opposite the 
stands, and gives a clear view to all. There 
are numbers from one to twenty-four, with 
space underneath each number for the total 
units invested to be shown. The figures are 
worked through small electric bulbs. The 


‘figurés do not change with every bet, but at 


five minutes’ intervals the investments of the 
various receiving offices are collected and 
sent to the indicator by means of teleprinters. 
Another innovation was a board behind the 
indicator, on which the total number of units 
for each event was exhibited after the race. 
It had been a rush to get the mechanism 
completed in time, and not until Sunday was 
it possible to test the arrangements. In its 
final ‘‘try out” the number 4 turned up as 
the winner, and most of those present decided 
that they would back Nó. 4 in the first 
race yesterday. The horse carrying that 
number was Plague, who proved successful 
the ‘‘tote’’ returning the profitable dividend 
of 63 to 1, nearly three times the bookmakers’ 
S.P. of 5 to 2. Though there was little 
inducement to bet on this race, for which 
there were only four runners, the “tote” 
takings were over £1,

ow wen 


Mr. E. Keith Eason was the princi 
speaker at the Dublin Rotary Club Besser ae 
in Clery’s Restaurant, his subject being 
Rotary in Theory and in Action.” 
He said that the effectiveness of Rotary 
depends largely upon the growth of its new 
lants ; it could never live on its past virtues. 
o what extent, he asked, were they to-day 
seeing that each new Rotarian becomes soaked 
in the principles underlying Rotary and its 
world organisation? Among the six objects 
of Rotary were:—High ethical standards in 
business and in the professions; the applica- 
tion of the ideal of service by every Rotarian 
to his personal business and the community 
life; the development of acquaintance as an 
opportunity for service; the recognition of 
the worthiness of all useful occupations and 
the dignifying by each Rotarian of his occupa- 
tion as an opportunity to serve societ ; the 
advancement of understanding, good-will and 
international peace through a world-fellow- 
ship of business and professional men united 
in the ideal of service. 


ROTARY’S FUNCTION. 

Rotary in action was the carrying out of 
these-objects by the Rotarian in his personal, 
business, community and international life. 
Without organisation there‘could be no col- 
lective action, but bad organisation often 
hindered action. It was Rotary’s function to 
produce ‘‘citizens who serve”; passive 
Rotarians living on the virtues of their past 
were, he ventured to say, a danger and a 
menace to the best interests of Rotary. 
Prominent features of Rotary organisation as 
it exists to-day are: Classification, weekly 
luncheons, and regular attendance, with dis- 
trict and area fees mhi, and an international 
convention. 

Every new generation of Rotarians must 
be convinced that these features of Rotary 
are essential for the carrying out of the 
objects of Rotary. Whatever the headquarters 
of Rotary International may do, or the area 
headquarters in London, or district councils, 
the fact remains that the vital spearhead of 
action is the Rotary club, which will soon 
be set up in every large city in every country. 


‘It is on the individual club and on the 


members of the club that the chief respon- 
sibility lies, said Mr. Eason, for the mani- 
festation and the extension of a spirit of 
service throughout their community. 


_ THE WEEKLY MEETINGS. 
_ Major Cooper, T.D., said that the paper 
just read was a valuable one, and he hoped 
that the allusion to good attendance at the 
weekly meetings would be taken to heart. 

Mr. William Findlater and Sir Thomas 
Robinson also commended the address, and 
the latter said that 90 per cent. of the value 
of Rotary was that it was the means of men 
getting to know one another and forming 
friendships which would otherwise be im- 
possible.

SEVERE CRITICISM IN 
WATERFORD. 


THE TIME TO TAKE 
ACTION.

The Waterford Mental Hospital Committee 
yesterday severely criticised the central pur- 
chasing system. 

The discussion arose on a letter from the 
Local Government Department requiring in 
future that ane entry be made in the 
minutes of local authorities stating the reason 
for the purchase of any commodity, or for 
entering into a contract for such purchase, 
where any official contractor was already ap- 
pointed under the Central Purchasing Act, 
and stating that the minutes should give all 
the facts connected with such purchase or 
contract, together with the names of mem- 
bers voting for or against, .and also those 
who abstained from voting. 

General dissatisfaction was expressed by 
members with the operation of the central 
purchasing scheme. 


SUGGESTED ACTION. 

Canon Walsh, the Chairman, said that the 
present system should be changed on the 
expiry of its = of operation. There was 
no use in taking action in isolated cases. 
There should be general agitation and com- 
bination by public bodies in this direction. 

Mr. Coghlan said that the letter put public 
bodies in a very serious position. 

Mr. John Kiersey, Chairman of the County 
Council, said that the meaning was evidently 
t obstruct in every way ae Be committees 
or other public bodies from taking a local 
contract, 

Canon ‘Walsh said that the question was 
one which would be well agitated all over 
the country.They could move in the ttec 
when the time came for voting. 

Mr. Stack—That is the time to settle it. 

Mr. Kiersey—We stand in a very strong 
position here, because we twice proved to 
the Department that we could get better tea 
in Waterford than was tendered by the pur- 
chasing department. É 

Chairman—Traders in the country who are 
ratepayers are affected by this. Everything 
seems to tend towards centralisation. We 
should not be satisfied unless we get the best 
articles for our money. When you have a 
central department they have everything in 
their own hands, and we have no guarantee 
that we will get the best. 


LOCAL TRADERS’ RIGHTS. 

The Central Department are getting 
stronger every day, and local contractors 
have no chance against them. 

Mr. Brett—Have not local traders a right 
to a share in the distribution of public 
moneys to which they contribute? 

Chairman—Certainly. 

Mr. Brett—If centralisation is continued it 
will be depriving these people of the right to 
their due share. We want to get the best 
value for our money, with a preference 
always to the local man, provided that all 
things are equal, 

The matter was ordered to be placed on 
the agenda for discussion at the next meeting.

ARABLE ACREAGE IN 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 


. 


BIG REDUCTION IN CROP AND 
GRASS AREAS. 

The British Ministry of Agriculture has 
issued a return of acreage under crops and’ 
grass and numbers of live stock on holdings 
above one acre in extent in England and 
Wales, as returned by occupiers on June 4th. 

The total this year is 30,642,000 acres, or 
41,000 less than last year. The area under 
crops and permanent grass is 25,437,000 acres, 
or 68,000 acres less than in the previous year. 
The arable acreage has been further reduced 
to 9,948,000 acres, although the reduction, 
which amounts to 161,000 acres, is appre- 
ciably less than that shown in the two pre- 
ceding years. 

The area under permanent grass is 
15,489,000 acres, or 95,000 acres more than in 
1928. The acreage under wheat is 1,330,000 
acres, or 66,000 acres less than last year. 

Other returns are :—Barley, 1,122,000 acres, 
a reduction of 63,000 acres, or 5.3 per cent. 
Oats, 1,852,000 acres, an increase of 89.000 
acres. Potatoes, 518.900 acres, an increase 
of 30,000 acres. Sugar-beet, 229,900 acres. an 
increase of ól per cent. This is the highest 
acreage yet recorded. The total number of 
cattle showed a decrease, the reduction being 
70,400, or 1.2 per cent., as compared with a 
reduction of nearly 4 per cent. decrease re- 
corded last year.

Mr. Herman Good, solicitor, was for the 
defence, and Mr. G. C. Redmond, solicitor, 
represented the next-of-kin. i 

Mr. Gerald Byrne, solicitor, appeared on 
behalf of Miss Klein, who was injured on 
the occasion. 

The deposition of Inspector Brennan at the 
previous Meailáí was read over. 

In reply to Mr. Good, the Inspector now 
stated that he had seen the car, which had 
the glass broken in both headlights, and some 
other damage, including that, to the radiator 
and left mudguard. The pier - of a gate- 
way which had been struck was lying on the 
roadway after the accident. The pier cap, 
which was of stone, was approximately three 
cwt, He could not say if the pier cap 
had been loose beíore the accident. The 
height of the wall at the place was five feet 
three inches. Some of the railings were 
damaged. 

Dr. Thomas Cooney, house surgeon, Meath 
Hospital, gave evidence respecting the 
injuries from which he found the deceased 
woman suffering on admission. 

WOMAN'S INJURIES. 

To Mr. Clarke—The injuries could have 
been caused by the deceased woman having 
been struck and knocked down by a motor 
car. Three girls also were brought into the 
hospital about the same time, all suffering 
from injuries said to have been caused in the 
same accident. One of the girls had been 
discharged, and the other two remained under 
treatment in the hospital. 

Sergéant Elwin produced and proved maps 
of the scene of the occurrence. 

John Burns, 39 Synge street, stated that 
he was on the footway near Harrington street 
church on the morning of August 4, and on 
hearing a child scream he saw a motor car 
proceeding in the direction of (Leonard's 
Corner, The car did not swerve before it 
struck the child, but it did so immediately 
afterwards, and ran on to the footway, where 
it struck a woman and two girls. After that 
the car swerved again, and was pulled up on 
the opposite side of the street. There was a 
stationary tram near Heytesbury street at 
the time, and witness believed that it was 
bound for the city. He did not at any time 
see a little girl run out from behind that 
tram. The motor car was travelling at 
between fifteen and. twenty miles an hour 
when he first saw it, and he did not hear any 
horn sounded. 

Answering Mr. Good, the witness said that 
the child was struck by the right-hand mud- 
guard of the motor car, 

Henry Cooney, 45 Upper Clanbrassil street, 
stated that he saw the motor car swerving 
after it struck a child. It then collided with 
a woman and two children on the footpath. 

Mr. Conner said that there was a prima 
facie case to go before a jury. 

Mr. Good submitted that there was no 
direct evidence of. negligence or of criminal 
liability on the part of his client, and he 
asked that informations he refused. 

Mr. Conner received informations, and re- 
turned the defendant for trial to the Circuit 
Court on his own bail of £50.

A ga féte in aid of St. Mary's Church,

ouse wherein resided Sir Walter Raleigh. 
The object of the féte is to raise funds for 
necessary repairs for the ancient church, 
There will be the usual attractions in the 
way of stalls, side-shows and competitions, 
but the chief attraction will be admittance to 
Myrtle Grove itself—a jealously-guarded 
rivilege which the owners never lightly

As the home of Sir Walter Raleigh, Myrtle 
Grove, a perfectly preserved Tudor mansion, 
is one of the glories of Youghal and a place 
of extraordinary interest. Lhe occasion of 
the garden féte will be the only occasion 
that the public will be admitted to the 
privacy of this family residence, which 
sheltered two such brilliant Elizabethan 
figures as Sir Walter Raleigh and Edmund 
Spenser: It was beneath the shade of the 
venerable yew trees here that? Sir Walter 
Raleigh smoked the first pipe on Irish soil. 
Here the first cherry tree was planted in 
Ireland, and here also the first potatoes were 
sown in this country. To explore the 
fifteenth century house would be an educa- 
tion in itself. Its five feet-thick walls, its 
panellings, and great towering gables, and 
richly-carved oak mantels are a delight to 
the antiquarian eye. 


A BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY. 

A correspondent writes drawing attention 
to the fact that for some reason Youghal 
does not appear as prominently as it should 
in the itineraries or travelling schemes of 
holiday promoters. The ancient borough of 
Youghal presents a splendid field for tourist 
activities. The town is situated at the mouth 


of the Blackwater—the Irish Rhine—with a’ 


glorious safe sand stretching for miles, and 
surrounded by lovely scenery, wooded heights 
and cultivated plains. The roads in the 
country round are good, freshly metalled, 
rolled and tarred for motor traffic, and there 
are ‘bus services running in all directions. 

The salmon fishing on the River Black- 
water is world famous... A trip by motor 
boat or steamer up the River Blackwater is 
an unforgettable experience. 

To those interested in ancient monuments 
and remains, Youghal presents a rich field. 
In fact, it is questionable if any other corner 
of Ireland is so full of remains of a 
storied and picturesque past. In this area 
raged feuds and forays of Danes, Anglo- 
Normans, Desmonds, Clares and Thomonds, 
and their ruined strongholds and castles are 
relics of those turbulent times. 


THE GREY FRIARS., 

The two great religious Orders that sprang 
simultaneously into existence in the early 
part of the thirteenth century had splendid 
foundations in Youghal, and princely endow- 
ments were provided for them by the 
Geraldines. 

The House of Grey Friars, commonly 
called the South Abbey, where the Order of 
St. Francis had its first foundation in Ireland 
in 1224, and where many of the Earls of 
Desmond are buried, stood near the entrances 
to. the town. The Dominican Order had a 
Friary at the other side of the town, known 
as North Abbey, founded in 1268. The 
massive remains still give an impression of 
beauty and strength. The Benedictines of 
Waterford also had a house whose doors and 
windows are still intact. 


AN ANCIENT CHURCH. 

To do justice to the most ancient of theso 
religious foundations—namely, St. Mary’s 
Collegiate Church—would require a volume in 
itself. Founded as a place of worship in 
1220 on a still earlier religious site of the 
eleventh century, a noble building, which 
for centuries has been endowed by bene- 
factors, pillaged by marauders, restored by 
subsequent well-doers, it to the present day 
stands as the most beautiful, historic and 
imposing and elaborate parish church in the 
South of Ireland. The fabric and roof are 
now being sadly- ravaged by the hand of 
time, and it is with the view of restoring 
this ancient pile that the garden féfe is 
being held. It is to be hoped that the under- 
taking will obtain the support it so richly 
deserves,

EXPERIMENTS WITH THREE 


VEHICLES. 


A new type of ‘bus, better than any yet 
placed on the streets of London, is being 
tested this week by the London General 
Omnibus Company. The newly-designed 
vehicle is to accommodate 54 passengers in 
greater comfort than on the ordinary type in 
general use. A new seat, which gives more 
room for two passengers sitting side by side, 
is provided. The vehicle resembles an up- 
to-date touring coach, with the latest fittings 
and upholstery. For the first time a London 
*bus driver will be afforded the protection of 
a half-cab. 

The "bus is of the 90 horse-power  six- 
cylinder type. It has been designed not so 
much for use on a dense traffic route as for 
outlying routes where higher speeds are pos- 
sible. Three vehicles are included in the ex- 


‘periment. The second and third ‘buses will 


be on the streets in a few weeks’ time. The 
company will choose, the best of the three 
to be the standard ‘bus of the future. 


CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 


—_———¢————— 
REMARKABLE STATISTICS. 


The report of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children for the 
year 1928-1929 states that during last year 
40,541 cases of cruelty were dealt with. Ad- 
vice was sought in 6,218 cases, 37,606 people 
warned or advised, 579 were prosecuted, 16 
were discharged, 100,000 children were in- 
volved, and there were 227,961 supervision 
visits. There was a notable increase in the 
number of instances in which parents sought 
the Society’s advice, a sure sign of confi- 
dence, and a slight but gratifying decrease 
in the number of prosecutions. he per- 
centage of cases taken into Court has only 
~ one occasion previously fallen so low as 

The report states that there has been no 
diminution in the number of cases of violence. 
the percentage of that type of case to all 
others remaining still at 7.8. 

The Society is of the opinion that, all 
things considered, it is better that a child 
should continue to live in its own home, 
although there are cases where the separa- 
tion of child and parent is imperative. 


SOLDIER IMMIGRANTS. 


BRITISH WAR OFFICE AND 
SETTLEMENT SCHEMES. 


_A statement issued by the War Office on 

the subject of the settlement of soldiers in 
Australia makes special reference to the 
report on soldier settlement just presente. 
by Mr. Justice Pike to the Commonwealth 
Government. The report declares that the 
lifficulties confronting soldier settlers had 
arisen from unsuitable land bought at inflated 
prices, the soldiers being settled under 
conditions that gave not the slightest hope 
of success. While not pronouncing an 
opinion, the War Office pointed out that, 
until the full text was available, it was 
impossible to say how far that report 
related to British soldier settlers aa 
distinguished from Australian ex-soldiers. 

The statement adds that the training of 
soldiers during the last six months of hein 
eolour serviée at thé Afmy  voeationil 
training centre at Chisledon arid at Hounslow 
in Dominion farming methods and with 
Dominion implements, was still omg 
fortwvard, and, in addition to taking soldiers 
whose service was expiring, the centre toal, 
ex-soldiers under certain conditions, also 
miners and tntending settlers from the 
Ministry of Labour.

FIRE BRIGADE TO BE 
STRENGTHENED. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh presided at a meeting of 
the Pembroke Urban Council last night. 

A report was read from the Superintendent 
of the Fire Brigade, stating that the present 
strength of the Fire Department was inade- 
quate since the system of two days’ leave 
in nine days was adopted. He asked fc: per- 
mission to increase the staff by two firemen 
at a starting wage of £3 per week, rising by 
2s. per AE per annum until the maximum 
was reached. The additional weekly cost 
could be reduced by £1 19s. per week by 
transferring '' Turncock ’’ back to the Water- 
works Department. 

The Public Health Committee recommended 
that the two additional men be employed. 

Mr. Beckett said that he thought it was 
absurd to increase the number of men now. 

Mr. Good said that the, question of local 
government reorganisation was under con- 
sideration at the moment and, pending that, 
he was against the principle of reorganising 
any particular department. 

Mr. Sullivan said that at present they had 
only four men to go out to a call. 

Mr. Maguire said that the number of houses 
in the district had largely increased. 

After further discussion the matter was re- 
ferred back to the Public Health Committee 
for another report. 

The question of the lack of proper sanitary 
conveniences at Ballsbridge and Sandymount 
came up for discussion, and Mr. Maguire said 
that the matter had been periodically before 
the Council during the past nine years. It 
was a disgrace that there was no such con- 
venience at Ballsbridge.

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PENSIONS IN CANADA.

RAPID PROGRESS BEING 
MADE. 


Rapid progress is being made in Canada 
with the movement for the payment of old- 
age pensions. 

Under the Federal Jaw three of the nine 
provinces are already paying pensions, and 
two others are about to follow their lead. 
More far-reaching legislation has also been 
proposed, for a committee that has mquired 
into the subject of unemployment insurance 
has reported, though cautiously, in favour 
of it. 

The old-age pensions law was carried in 
face of much opposition. It is expected to 
make Canada more attractive to settlers from 
Britain. 

The law does not bestow benefits with a 
careless hand. . The pensionable age is 70. No 
one may be a pensioner who is not a British 
subject by birth or naturalisation. Twenty 
years’ residence in -Canada is also required. 
The amount of pension is based on the sup- 
position that a dollar a day is a sufficient in- 
come to maintain life. A pensioner with a 
private annual income of £40 draws £35 a 
year. One with £50 draws £23. The maxi- 
mum is £48 a year, payable to anyone, other- 
wise qualified, who receives £23 or less from 
another source. 

It is suggested that in the future the pen- 
sionable age may be 65 instead of 70, that the 
pensions may be larger. and that the scheme 
may be put on a contributory basis. 

The crux of the Federal law as it stands 
is that the Dominion Government undertakes 
to pay only half the cost. Pensions become 
available in any provinee only when that pro- 
vince so legislates and agrees to pay the other 
50 per cent. The first response came from 
the West. Pensions are now being paid in 
British Columbia, Manitoba, and Saskat- 
chewan. The Legislatures of Alberta and 
Ontario fell into line at their 1929 session. 
Quebec and the three Maritime Provinces still 
hold back.

the Huntingdon, from New Zealand, with 
43,037 sheep and lamb carcases, 4,478 carcases 
of pork, 449 bags of meat, and 3,533 qrs. of 
beef: the Woodarra, from Australia, with 
4,494 bags of meat and 8, 324qrs, of beef; and 
the Cambridge, from Australia, with 31,458 
sheep and lamb carcases, 615 carcases of pork, 
556 bags of meat and 1,000 qrs. of beef—mak- 
ing a tota] of 98,131 sheep Fir lamb careases, 
5.170 carcases and 843 cases of pork, 10, 769 
boxes and bags of meat, and 48,451 ars. of 
beef.
